Rules tourist camp should 
have made “noise” kick 
during building of devices 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 4. 
—An amusement park at a seaside 
resort is naturally noisy, and 
protestants who do not complain 
when the various devices are be- 
ing built lose their rights. In 
substance this was the decision 
rendered by the Court of Civil 
Appeals here. The amusement 


park complained of was Crystal 
Beach in Corpus Christi, Tex. Operators of 
a near-by tourists camp complained to 
Corpus Christi District Court that their 
business was seriously injured by noises 
from the Roller Coaster, Merry-Go- 
Round and other amusement devices. 
They further complained that loud and 
boisterous laughter of park patrons at 
late hours is a nuisance. 

The district court refused an injunc- 
tion and this action was sustained by 
the Court of Appeals. 

The defendant park company met the 
court proceeding with the claim that 
#85,000 had been expended in equipping 
the park with devices, and that the com. 
pany was conducting a legal business. 
The Appeals Court held that complaint 
should have been made while the park 
was constructed and not now. 

The Appeals Court further held that 
if the tourist camp operators are 
damaged, they have a remedy at law 
with a damage action. 


Vaude’s Big Gross on 
First Week at Earle 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Reports received 
here on the grosses of the first four days 
of the Earle, Philadelphia, with an eight- 


act vaudefilm policy indicated that the 
house did close to $25,000 in the six-day 
week that ended Friday night. Vaude 
was resumed at the Earle April 25. 

House is being jointly booked by RKO 
and Warner, with the former circuit 
using the house as the opening spot for 
its intacts. Hal Kemp books an addi- 
tional four acts out of the Warner office 
and the budgets average around $4,500. 

Biz for the first four days of the six- 
day stand totaled almost $18,000. Warner, 
however, will wait a few weeks before 
making a definite decision on whether 
vaude will remain past the eight-week 
trial period. 


Socking the Crooner 


NEW YORK, May 4. — Perry 
Charles, publicity expert of Pali- 
sades Park, Palisade, N. J., takes a 
slam at radio crooners. It seems 
when the park opened April 25 only 
a handful paid a dime to throw 
three baseballs at Walking Charley, 
a concession of revolving figures. 
Rates were cut but still no biz, so a 
radical change took place. A sign 
was put up reading: “See if you can 
hit these radio crooners—three balls 
for a dime.” Biz, perfect. 

Park operators in Brooklyn area 
might take a tip from this, changing 
sign to read: “See if you can hit 
these umps—three balls (instead of 
pop bottles) for a dime.”

CONNERSVILLE, Ind., May 2.—Coming from its winter 
quarters at Peru, ind., Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus, under the efficient, 
management of Jess H. Adkins, inaugurated its season here today. 


Opening was a most auspicious 


ideal, sun being out in all its glory. 


two-thirds filled, and audience 
was in a very receptive mood for 
circus entertainment. Number of 
acts were very liberally ap- 
plauded. Show did not start out 
under new canvas, but that which is be- 
ing used (carried over from last season) 
is in good condition. Aside from this, 
however, everything about the organiza- 
tion is fresh looking. Cages and wagons 
have received coats of paint and gold- 
leaf has been used lavishly. Various at- 
tendants are neatly and uniformly 
dressed, and costumes displayed by per- 
formers are very elaborate.

Passes From Picture 


CHICAGO, May 2.—Definite decision to 
abandon the Goodman Theater repertory 
company and replace it with student 
productions under the direction of the 
Art Institute’s dramatic school was an- 
nounced yesterday by the trustees of the 
Chicago Art Institute. Discontinuance of 
the company was forecast in these 
columns several weeks ago. It is possible 
that the change may open the way for 
the establishment here of a civic theater 
of national importance. 

In their statement-the Institute's 
trustees said: “This action was taken 
with reluctance and only after the fullest 
discussion and consideration.

“During the five-year period of opera- 
tion of the repertory company there has 
been a substantial deficit each year. But 
in the face of these facts the trustees 
might have continued the company if a 
more widespread public interest had been 
manifested.” 

Trustees state that the dramatic 
school, for use of which the theater 
originally was planned, will be continued 
and performances will be given on the 
large Goodman stage. School’s next sea- 
son will open November 1. .

No Vaude Revival 


Seen for Chicago 


CHICAGO, May 2.—Reports of a re- 
vival of vaudeville in Chicago and the 
West — vagrant rumors originating no 
one knows where—have gained more or 
less wide circulation and roused false 
hopes among performers eager for any 
indication of opportunity for employ- 
ment. 

A thoro canvass of booking agents and 
circuit officials has established the falsity 
of such reports. Not only is there not the 
slightest indication of a vaudeville re- 
vival, but there is at the present time 
a decided downward trend. This may be 
attributed in part to the near approach 
of the summer season and consequent 
dropping of acts which occurs every year 
about this time. But aside from the 
seasonal change there is a tendency 
among the theaters, both circuit and 
independent, to cut down their vaude- 
ville bills or, where some consideration 
had been given to installing acts, to 
scrap such plans and stick to pictures. 

Inquiries made among picture house 
Operators in the smaller towns of the 
Middle West reveal a desire for vaude- 
ville, but no likelihood of the desire 
being realized. Many of the theater 
owners are so tightly tied up with the 
picture-producing companies that they 
dare not change their policy, altho they 
feel sure their patrons would welcome 
the addition of “flesh” to the programs. 
One such Rouse owner said his people 
want a vaude-picture program and he 
had considered such a move, but was 
met with a threat from the exchange 
representative to cut off his picture 
supply if acts were added. Many other 
similar instances might be cited. 

In Chicago proper a few picture houses 
are using five acts of vaudeville in con- 
junction with their films on Saturdays 
and, in some instances, Sundays and giv- 
ing a very fair show. These houses, 
booked by Billy Diamond, Charlie Zema- 
ter, Tommy Sacco and a few others, pre- 
sent acts that are paid a fair price and 
give a show that is worth the money. 
But there are more houses using semi- 
professionals and amateurs that are de- 
feating the object they are supposed to 
be trying to attain; the shows are so 
terrible they drive away trade. 

Conditions are just as bad thruout the 
West as in Chicago; in some instances 
worse. Billy Diamond has just returned 
from a trip to the Coast on which he 
visited cities thruout the West, and he 
says conditions everywhere are very bad. 
On the Coast he found acts working for 
$2 and $3 a night and standing in line 
to get the jobs that are available per- 
haps two days in each week. Acts play 
Provo, Ogden and Idaho Falls one night 
each, then jump into Los Angeles for a 
three-day stand. 


Royster Agenting Picture 


Nat L. Royster, of Charlotte, N. C., for- 
merly with Warner Bros. as general man- 
ager of their circuit in the South, is 
now agent of Ten Nights in a Barroom, 
L. E. Goetz’s road-show picture, which 
will start a tour of Publix houses at 
Lexington, Ky., May 14.

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House Outlook Far Better 
In East Than Middle West 


Scouts send in encouraging reports but nothing definite 
yet on contracts—Sherman’s outlook poor with Ohio as 
best bet—Forrest finds Pennsylvania good 


NEW YORK, May 4 — While no indie houses have been 
brought into the RKO vaude fold so far with signed and sealed con- 
tracts, reports from the house scouts appointed recently by Charles 
J. Freeman, booking manager, have been decidedly encouraging. 
This is especially true of the East, covered by Ernie Forrest, former 


agent. The Midwest has not 
shown up so well, with Ohio ap- 
pearing to be the only State from 
which any appreciable amount 
of vaude time will come on the 
RKO books next fall. This was gathered 
from the reports sent in to the h. o. 
here by Bob Sherman, former Chicago 
booker and now scouting in that ter- 
ritory. 

Forrest’s big bet so far is Pennsylvania, 
with New England ranking second for 
the amount of vaude-minded indie thea. 
ter operators found. How many of these 
houses will go on the major circuit's 
books in the fall depends on the stage- 
show budgets they can carry. RKO wants 
no part of those-theaters that can only 
carry shows in the “nickel and dime” 
category. 

In its attempt to resurrect the now 
completely extinct family time, as well 
as to provide developing and break-in 
ground for acts, RKO is making it as 
easy as possible for the indie operators 
who want to carry the major circuit's 
vaude and reputation next season. 

Operators will not have to post a bond 
for the RKO vaude, but will have to 
guarantee at least 16 days’ notice before 
dropping the vaude. This is to insure 
the booking office protection on its con- 
tracts with acts, which call for a two- 
week notice before any kind of cancella- 
tion. 

In not asking for a bond nor more 
than 16 days’ notice, RKO is much more 
lenient than other offices providing 
shows to the indie houses. Fanchon & 
Marco, as an instance, demand a $10,000 
bond and 10-week notice. 

Only instance known of RKO demand- 
ing and getting a comparatively long 
running time guarantee on its vaude 
shows is with the Earle, Philadelphia, 
Warner house now playing the intact 
shows and four acts booked thru the 
circuit’s own office. Vaude was resumed 
in the house on April 25, with RKO 
guaranteed at least eight weeks’ run- 
ning time. 


Todd in Binghamton 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., May 4.—J. War- 
ren Todd, formerly manager of the New 
York office of the Gus Sun Circuit, is 
here as city manager for the St. Leon 
Brothers’ European Circus. He denies 
making any plans for the formation of 
a new vaude circuit and expects to 
remain at the assignment all summer. 


Elinor Smith Testimonial 


FREEPORT, L. I., May 4.—This town 
is preparing a huge testimonial for 
Elinor Smith, world-famous aviatrix and 
daughter of Tom Smith, vaudevillian.

RKO Buys Park Lane; 


Vaude Prospect Slim 


NEW YORK, May 2.—The Park Lane, 
First avenue, at 89th street, was bought 
yesterday by RKO from Sol Brill, RKO 
taking over the operation of the house 
immediately. House was formerly owned 
by the Bank of United States, which 
had acquired it on a default. When the 
bank closed, the house went to Brill. 

Park Lane seats 2,100 and is equipped 
with a stage There is no immediate 
prospect of it playing vaudeville, as the 
house is only eight blocks away from 
RKO's 86th Street, with whom it would 
be in direct opposition. 

Rudolph Kuehn, manager of the 58th 
Street, will manage the new RKO house. 
At the 58th Street, he is succeeded by 
Al Shear, a Publix manager for the last 


six years. R. Empie is transferred from 
the Globe to the Park Lane as Kuehn’s 
assistant. The house is included in 


Charles MacDonald’s division.

Star Drops Its Vaude 


NEW YORK, May 2.—The Star dropped 
its vaude last night and went into a 
straight picture policy. Harry Lorraine 
started booking it with five acts on the 
split week April 18, when Fox sold the 
house to Vinegrad & Greenberg. New 
Owners are as yet undetermined as to 
whether they will keep the house in 
straight pictures. It had been previously 
reported that the Star was bought by 
Manhattan Playhouses, Inc. 


Freeman Would Rather Cut 
Number of Acts Than Quality 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Charles J. Free- 
man, RKO’s booking manager, will re- 
ceive a reply early this week from the 
theater-operating department on his plan 
to cut the quantity rather than the 
quality of the circuit's spot-booked 
vaude time for the summer. Freeman 
submitted this to meet with the oper- 
ators’ demand for a slice in budgets of 
the shows during the hot months. 

Freeman’s plan in substance is the 
reduction of bills by at least one act 
in those houses playing five or more. 
This will automatically lower the budgets 
for each house. 

Reduction of budgets asked by the 
theater operators does pot pertain to 
the intact route, Orpheum and Inter- 


state circuits, booked by Sam Tishman. 
But the cutting of either the expense 
alone, or the shows and the expense, will 
affect the houses booked by Arthur Willi, 
Bill Howard, Harry Kalcheim and Willie 
Berger. : 

RKO’'s budget trimming for the sum- 
mer is in line with the moves made or be. 
ing made by the other circuits. Loew, Fox 
and Warner are all cutting, with Fox 
probably slicing the most in making a 
one-third cut. 

Publix is reported to have instituted a 
drastic cut on the budgets of its pres- 
entations, with Loew also slicing the 
overhead on the units but not as much. 
Fanchon & Marco’s low-budgeted Ideas 
remain the same thruout the year. 


RKO Is After 
London Spots 


Plunkett has Alhambra, 
Stoll and Palace on his list 
—reported asking prices 


LONDON, April 27.— Joseph 
Plunkett, RKO’s vice-president, 
is looking around for purchasable 
picture houses and combo thea- 
ters. It is evident that RKO wishes 
to add to its operations inEngland. 
At present it holds a three-year 
tenancy on the Leicester Square 
Cinema at a weekly rental of 
$4,000. Among the list prepared 
for Plunkett and containing desirable 
houses that are available for purchase 
are the Alhambra (Stoll’s ace house 
which reverted to two-a-day vaude some 
four weeks ago), the Stoll Picture Thea- 
ter (probably the most successful picture 
house in England working on a general 
release basis) and the Palace, owned 
by C. B. Cochran. 

Reported that Sir Oswald Stoll is ask- 
ing $5,000 as a weekly rental for the 
Alhambra and a similar sum for the 
Stoll Picture Theater. This coincides 
with the rental paid by British Interna- 
tional Pictures last year for the use of 
the Alhambra as a shop window. 


O’Neal Burns Up Over 
Mack’s Midge Activity 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Jimmy O'Neal, of 
Tishman & O'Neal, producers, is doing 
a burnup over the entrance of Bill Mack, 
RKO agent, ar” Larry Rich, m. c., into 
the ranks of midget handlers. O'Neal's 
squawk is based on the attempts of the 
duo to swerve midgets from his firm by 
the lure of higher salaries. 

Mack is brought into the controversy 
on O'Neal's contention that he is a part 
owner of the Rich act around which the 
midget complaint is based. Act is cur- 
rently touring in an RKO road show and 
uses one midget, Murray Wood. It is 
understood that the act sponsOrs are 
contemplating adding a few more. 

O'Neal's squawk was heard to have 
contained a statement that such salary 
boosting was one reason why RKO had 
to pay more money for acts. He was 
further heard to say that he was going 
to Charles J. Freeman, circuit booking 
chief, to inform him of the circum- 
stances. 


Talbert Hotel Manager 


CHICAGO, May 2.—Bob Talbert is now 
resident manager of the New Wil-Rae 
Hotel. He was formerly in vaudeville as 
a member of the team of Mahoney and 
Talbert. Two seasons ago, Talbert was 
the New York representative of the Ac- 
tors’ Union of America. 


Hempstead House on Air

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Vaude Underwent Greatest Test Successfully This Season 


REASONABLE man is always open 

to counsel. Harry Arthur, general 

manager of Fox Theaters, is a very 
reasonable man and therefore would ac- 
cept in the right light our suggestion 
that Fanchon & Marco Ideas are misfits 
in the Fox, Brooklyn. Few circuits of 
any size are as well organized as Fox 
is now under the Arthur regime, but 
in its insatiable desire to widen the 
market for its Ideas, this chain is caus- 
ing these Coast-produced units to be 
used in @ few spots where they are ill- 
adapted to cater to the tastes of local 
audiences. The Fox, Brooklyn, is an 
outstanding example of a theater suf- 
fering for the doubtful good of another 
wing of the same organization. We 
haven't been in on the counting of daily 
receipts at this house, but anybody can 
tell it has not been holding up as it 
should. A run of poor films might be 
blamed, but we are inclined to ascribe 
this to the lack of a balancing factor in 
appealing stage shows. Fox has its own 
vaudeville booking office. And it is for 
its size one of the best operated in the 
business. Phil Bloom is in a position to 
give the Fox, Brooklyn, real shows. Close 
to this house is Loew’s, Metropolitan, 
which gets as good a break in film prod- 
uct as any of the downtown Brooklyn 
houses. Yet Loew, conceded to be a 
picture-minded circuit, has seen fit not 
only to retain the Metropolitan’s vaude- 
film policy, but to augment its shows of 
late with three extra acts. Fox can take 
a tip from Loew. The Fox, Brooklyn, 
is ideally adapted to the playing of real 
vaudeville shows. Ideas do not hit the 
right spot. We have caught Fanchon & 
Marco unit shows at this house that 
received a total of applause not big 
enough to satisfy a dumb opening act. It 
is high time Fox gave Bloom a chance to 
show what he can do at what is becom- 
ing @ snow-white elephant. Harry 
Arthur would do well to give plenty of 
thought to our suggested solution of a 
knotty problem. 


In ruling that acts playing its houses 
shall not be billed with the names of 
their sponsors, RKO is doing an avoid- 
able injustice to those deprived of this 
graceful gesture. Circuit’s vaude ex- 
ploiteer evidently means well, but is 
handicapped in his functioning by the 
depressing effects resulting from being 
bitten by the virulent efficiency bug. 
This ailment is becoming more and more 
prevalent in vaudefilm circles, and the 
only permanent cure is a thoro dosing of 
common sense. Which is not easily ac- 
quired. 


We cannot see how it will make RKO 
richer or its organization more efficient, 
and therefore progressive, if names of 
the sponsors of acts are omitted from 
programs and billings. The motivating 
principle behind the presentation of 
vaudeville in RKO theaters is to intro- 
duce the human influence on its stages, 
Bald, bare billings which omit mention 
of sponsorship and also the first names 
of teams give vaudeville a cloak that fits 
clumsily about its tottering shoulders. 
The wise birds who satirize vaudeville in 
films, novels and newspaper columns 
got the cue for most of their derisive 
allusions from vaudeville’s antiquated 
notion of billing teams as Glutz and 
Glutz, Bloak and Doak, etc. Impersonal 
impression given by such billings in- 
spires outsiders to regard performers as 
nonentities. There is no real economy 
involved in such moves, If ever an as- 


piring team or trio is fortunate enough 
to get its mame in lights there is no 
offense from any angle if first names are 
omitted. But this should not apply to 
program mention, lobby displays and, 


SOPHIE TUCKER, first, foremost 
and last of the red-hot mamas, look- 
ing very pensive in her latest por- 


trait. Sophie is delaying her long- 
expected return to her own United 
States by causing the SRO sign to 
be hung up wherever she appears in 
the British provinces. And she is 
still hobnobbing with dukes, duchesses, 
earls, ladies and ordinary persons. 


in reasonable instances, stage cards. 
RKO's vaude exploiteer seems to forget 
that:certain acts are signed to contracts 
with individuals in which are clauses 
calling for program and billing men- 
tion. Since exceptions will eventually 
have to be made in these cases why 
should those who do not take such pre- 
cautions egainst anonymity suffer the 
consequences? This lad should not per- 
mit his zeal to throw his sense of propor- 
tion out of focus.

Book Commercials 


NEW YORK, May 4.-—Two more cir- 
cuits have taken up the commercial 
booking idea, Fox and Balaban & Katz. 
Bosch Radio Band, under Ed Deering, 
opened for Fox at the Rivoli, Hempstead, 
L. I., the last half of last week for a week 
and a half of fill-in time before it re- 
sumes for Loew in Boston May 9. 

Balaban & Katz have signed the same 
unit for four weeks in Chicago, dou- 
bling from the Radio Convention which 
opens June 1. The band opens the first 
week in June at the Oriental for a two- 
week stand and goes to the Chicago for 
another two weeks. It is reported that 
B. & K. and Bosch Radio divide the nut 
50-50, with B. & K. paying the band 
$1,100 net weekly. This is more money 
than the band received when it played 
for Loew, which contributed one-third 
of the cost. 

Two indie bookers are reported dicker. 
ing for commercial acts, the Dows and 
Abe Feinberg. Feinberg is offering Fay’s, 
Providence, ‘a full-weeker, as a fill-in 
date for commercial acts laying off while 
routed by Loew. The Dows want to 
play commercial acts in ail their houses. 

RKO is the only major vaude circuit 
that has expressed opposition to com- 
mercial acts on its vaude stages. 


Big Drop in RKO Earnings 


NEW YORK, May 2.—RKO’s statement 
for the first quarter, issued yesterday by 
Herman Zohbel, treasurer, shows a net 
profit of $1,013,218 after deductions for 
taxes and preferred dividends. This 
compares with $1,607,622 for the same 
period in 1930. Shares outstanding at 
the end of the first period last year were 
1,850,169 as against 2,328,250 for the 
three-month period just ended. Close 
to 44 cents a share was earned the past 
quarter, comparing with 87 cents a share 
for the same period last year. 


“Flesh” in South Helped by 


Stage Unions’ 


HOUSTON, May 2.—“Flesh” outlook 
for the summer months here has been 
brightened considerably by the voluntary 
step taken by unions to accept salary 
cuts for stagehands, musicians and pro- 
jectionists. They have presented their 
proposition to Loew, RKO and Para- 
mount, who respectively operate the 
State, Majestic and Metropolitan. First 
two are vaudefilmers and the Metro- 
politan is a de luxer. 

Proposition calls for a cut in salaries 
amounting to about five per cent, as well 
as eliminating several union regulations 
that entail additional expense to thea- 
ter operators. Proposal calls,for elimina- 
tion of additional charge by musicians 
when they are asked to double on the 
stage. 

Relief proposition has not as yet been 
accepted by the circuits, but their ac- 
ceptance is expected soon. Loew has 
signified its willingness to continue 
“flesh” at the State under the new ar- 
rangement offered by the unions. Con- 
tracts held by the unions expire August 


Concessions 


31. If the circuits adopt the unions’ 
proposition, the new arrangement will 
hold for the balance of the contract and 
continue for an additional year. 

Conditions, according to reliable in- 
formation, have been bad at the three 
theaters, and the unions’ voluntary move 
shows evidence of swaying the circuits 
from their apparent intention to at 
least drop “flesh” during the summer 
months. It has been said that the move 
was made by the unions to principally 
forestall the possibility of taking a bigger 
cut when the time came to renew the 
contracts. 

A similar proposition is understood to 
already have been put thru in Dal- 
las. The unions there are reported to 
have had their like proposal accepted by 
RKO and Paramount, who respectively 
operate the Majestic and Palace in Dal- 
las. It is believed that unions else- 
where in the South will follow suit in an 
effort to keep “flesh” going and alleviate 
the possibility of taking healthier cuts 
when contracts are renewed. 


This is based on the indubitable 
statement that vaudeville under- 
went its greatest test this past 
season. Never before has any cir- 
cuit pinned as much faith and 
with as favorable results in the balanc- 
ing power of this branch of the amuse- 
ment field as in the turbulent period 
now drawing to a close. Not thru any 
sentimental consideration of the matter, 
but rather because the circuit has been 
convinced that vaudeville is sorely needed 
will there come about by next fall a 
more intensified support of combo 
policies. Also a movements within the 
organization to raise vaudeville budgets 
and consequently give steadier employ- 
ment to a larger number of acts. 

From all over the country box-office 
statements sent to RKO’s home office 
have been telling the story week after 
week; that vaudeville is holding up 
better than ever. This has been a dis- 
astrous season for every branch of the 
business, but it is pretty well agreed 
that RKO has fared better than its com- 
petitors, chiefly because of its unrelent- 
ing espousal of vaudeville policies in 
spots neglected along “flesh” lines by 
the others. Paramount-Publix and 
Warner have closed more houses (both 
straight film and combo) this season 
than during any previous period of like 
duration. RKO has also had closings, 
but not by any means in the same ratio 
as the others. 

Even should RKO be blessed next sea- 
son with better breaks in film bookings 
than it has had up to now, responsible 


individuals in the organization feel that - 


this will not make any difference in its 
kindly attitude toward vaudeville. The 
ability of vaudeville to pull many of its 
houses thru the worst periods of the 
lingering depression has sold even the 
picture-minded executives of RKO on 
the brief that there is a genuine public 
demand for vaudeville. 

RKO’s goal is toward giving its houses 
evenly good shows broken up infrequent. 
ly by “name” splurges, and these coming 
only when a “name” is available that 
will create good-will, draw business and 
whose salary is within reascnable bounds, 
RKO’s few tries with high-priced 
“names” have shown quite conclusively 
that vaudeville is not helped by such a 
procedure, and oftener than not is in- 
jured in its relation to films as a busi- 
ness-producing commodity. 

Charles J. Freeman’s move in sending 
men out on the road to pick up inde- 
pendent houses for vaudeville booking 
gives a glimpse of the circuit's probable 
plans for next season. These houses will 
form the backbone of a larger circuit 
than is now included in the vaudefilm 
category. Already there is talk of RKO 
bringing quite a number of its straight 
picture houses back into the Sixth Floor 
columns. Even if its officials are at first 
reluctant to all to the overhead of these 
lesser houses, the increasing demand for 
a developing ground for new material, 
both for its film-producing subsidiary 
and the better houses, will win them 
around to support of the plan, according 
to well-informed sources.

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RKO’s Embellisher Annoyed 
By Report of Taking “Cuts” 


Janette Hackett says she deals in ideas and is unconcerned 
as to who does scenic and costuming work for acts— 
satisfied with proportion of co-operation 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Having regarded her job from the be- 
ginning as anything but child’s play, Janette Hackett, RKO’s act 
embellisher, does not give the least indication that she is failing of 
her purpose when she admits that she is getting co-operation from 
75 per cent of the acts playing the circuit. Generally, Miss Hackett 


has found that performers and 
producers are willing to carry out 
costuming and scenic ideas con- 
tributed by her, but those who 


occasionally bare their teeth in- 
dicate that they fail to grasp her relation 
to them. 

Miss Hackett feels much put out be- 
cause there seems to be an impression 
in certain quarters that the job of em- 
bellisher carries with it other emolu- 
ments besides a stipulated salary. In 
other words, that she gets a cut on ma- 
terials ordered from costumers and jobs 
assigned to scenic factors and designers. 
Besides resenting the implication that 
she derives a direct financial return from 
jobs given to costume and scenic people, 
Miss Hackett keenly feels the injustice 
of the impression created, because she 
knows full well that her activities make 
it possible for actors and producers to 
save money rather than become the 
victims of extortionists. 


Were it not for Miss Hackett’s inter- 
ference on many occasions, actors in- 
experienced in dealing with costumers 
and scenic artists would be at their 
mercy. Miss Hackett makes it plain that 
her business is not that of a material 
buyer or even a designer with connec- 
- tions. She deals primarily in ideas, and 
it is up to those receiving the benefit 
of her suggestions to have them carried 
out where they choose. 


She asks only of acts and producers 
that they consult her before having cos- 
tumes made or scenery built. By so 
doing she is certain she can save them 
money and avoid embarrassing situations 
caused by unnecessary alterations in de- 
signs. Miss Hackett, in her role of cir- 
cuit embellisher, has made it known that 
her work is not confined to acts working 
for the circuit. Any producer intending 
to eventuallv offer an act on which he is 
working to RKO or any performer simi- 
larly situated is welcome to call upon 
Miss Hackett for advice or suggestions. 
And there is no charge for this service 
whatever. 

Small, insignificant acts get the same 
attention from Miss Hackett as “names” 
preparing for a Palace date or acts o. k.’d 
for the Tishman and Howard intacts. 
She is getting the whole-hearted co- 
operation of Sixth Floor bookers as well 
as producers with RKO affiliations. Oc- 
casionally, individual acts frightened by 
the suggestion of spending some money 
to improve their salability resent Miss 
Hackett’s intrusion. But more often 
than not she has been able to convince 
these acts that the changes or expendi- 
tures she suggests are solely for their 
good. 

Single disturbing incident in Miss 
Hackett’s routine in recent weeks was 
concerned with improvements she or- 
dered in the Marion Sunshine act, which 
starts on the Coast-to-Coast intact this 
week as part of Larry Rich’s unit. Miss 
Hackett’s version of the story is that she 
suggested to Miss Sunshine that a new 
dress be worn and a special drop made 
for Miss Sunshine’s Peanut Vendor num- 
ber. The dress, which, according to 
Miss Hackett, would have replaced one 
that has been worn several seasons, called 
for an expenditure of $75, and the drop, 
designed to give a class background to 
Miss Sunshine’s singing of the “Peanut” 
number, was estimated at $250. Miss 


Sunshine stood pat against making any 


of the ordered changes. While Miss 
Hackett was backed in every detail by 
Charles J. Freeman, head of the booking 
office, Miss Sunshine was permitted much 
against Freeman’s wishes to gain her 
point. Miss Sunshine’s contract with 
the circuit was made six months ago 
and therefore does not contain a clause 
making obedience to Miss Hackett’s dic- 
tates compulsory. With the “embellish- 
ment” clause now inserted in all con- 
tracts, another fracas of this nature can- 
not take place, immediate cancellation 
being the obvious finale. 


Phileo Joins Ranks 
Of Loew Commercials 


NEW YORK, May 4.—-Latest commer- 
cial firm to tie up with Loew in spon- 
soring a vaudeville act is Philco Radio. 
Loew is booking a 13-people act called 
Phileo on Parade, and consisting of a 12- 
people orchestra and a mistress of cere- 
monies. Negotiations are now on for a 
“name” comedienne to fill the spot. 
This combination should be strong draw 
as Philco has built up a rep thru broad- 
casting. 

This is the first Loew commercial act 
to deviate from the straight band idea 
and insert comedy. It will open the first 
half of next week at the Bay Ridge, 
Brooklyn, and will be the fourth com- 
mercial act to play for Loew, the others 
being the Bosch Radio Band, Herbert’s 
Diamond Entertainers and Ybry Orches- 
tra. 


Willi’s “Name” Lineup 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Arthur Willi has 
an impressive, tho small, list of “names” 
booked for the Palace during the rest 
of this month and the first week in 
June. Harriet Hoctor and Clayton, Jack- 
son and Durante are in next week; 
James Barton and Victor Moore, May 16; 
Jack Benny, May 23 and 30, and Harry 
Richman and Frances Williams, June 6. 
Willi continues to cry, however, for 
“name” draws.

NEW YORK, May 2.—One of the 
indie agents around town was in- 
carcerated recently in the Alimony 
Jail for being behind $300 in pay- 
ments to his wife. Several of his 
act-selling friends sent him a com- 
miserating telegram, reading: “Can 
offer you Atlanta and Leavenworth 


to follow at $150.” 


Actor Ads Gratis 
In NVA’s Program 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Altho performers 
were not solicited for ads in the NVA 
annual program this year and not a 
single professional ad appeared in the 
programs sold at the benefit perform- 
ances, program books being mailed to 
the commercial advertisers contain many 
ads of performers and are much thicker 
than the books sold at the benefits. 

Many of these extra ads in the ad- 
vertisers’ edition are full-page colored 
portraits, which probably cost the per- 
former nothing, according to reports. A 
checkup of the advertisers’ edition re- 
vealed the interesting fact that all the 
extra performers’ ads have appeared in 
past year books. Some discrepancies are 
noticeable in the advertisers’ edition. 
There are ads of acts that have broken 
up and addresses of producers who have 
moved. 

This year’s book is the best, from the 
printing angle, ever put out by the NVA, 
but it is also the thinnest. It is prob- 
ably the least profitable, as there are 
only 36% pages of apparently paid ad- 
vertising, the rest of the 100 pages being 
devoted to the usual running of cuts 
of the NVA Fund officers and committee 
heads. Its 100 pages are 20 less than 
last year and are a vivid contrast with 
the 580-page book put out several years 
ago during the Albee regime. 

For the first time since the inception 
of the NVA annual program, performers 
were not solicited for ads. Last year 
performers received a circular letter an- 
nouncing the drive and the program, 
tho they were not asked to advertise. 
This year performers were not cir- 
cularized by the NVA at all. This is a big 
change from past years when performers 
advertised generously. because pressure 
was brought on them by Albee. It is 
rumored, however, that if economic 
conditions are better next year the NVA 
will resume soliciting ads from _per- 
formers and agents. 


White’s Club Bureau 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Joe White has 
joined the Jack Linder Agency as man- 
ager of the club and private entertain- 
ment department. Formerly in vaude as 
straight man for his brother, Marty, who 
is continuing as a single. 


Hub Actors in Group To Give 


Shows in “Fleshless” Towns 


BOSTON, May 2.—Without managerial 
or agency affiliations a group of per- 
formers situated permanently, more or 
less, in New England are making an at- 
tempt to keep working on the co-op. 
plan. They have banded together under 
the title of Professional Entertainers of 
New England, with Geoffrey L. Whalen, 
former agent, handing the reins under 
the title of Executive. 

Starting last week and until the fall 
the organization is planning to run 
shows in every town where there is no 
vaudeville playing. Shows are being sold 
from the benefit angle and tickets sold 
long in advance. According to Whalen, 
shows scheduled for May 5 and 8 in Cam- 
bridge are already sold out, with 2,500 
tickets disposed of at 35 cents a throw. 

When a theater starts playing regular 
vaudeville in a New England town 


Whalen’s group steps out. According to 
a prospectus prepared for its member- 
ship campaign the PEONE, as it is being 
referred to, is not affiliated with any 
labor organization; is opposed to nude 
entertainment; believes in a fair mini- 
mum salary and is in favor of State con- 
trol in bonding and licensing booking 
offices, agents and agencies. 

Norman C. Finard is president and 
chairman of the board of directors. Al- 
so serving on the board are Whalen, Jim- 
mie Johnson, Jess Herbert, Joe Williams, 
Ernie Stevens, Jack Ferris, John Nason 
and Charles Barrett.

Fox Cuts Its 
Vaude Budgets 


Affects houses in metro- 
politan area—acts will stay 
if biz holds up 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Vaude 
in the Fox houses in this city and 
outskirts took a one-third cut in 
budgets this week as a summer 
economy step. This is aside from 
sending the Walker, Republic and 
Ridgewood, all in Brooklyn, into 
three-day, Saturday opening 
stands. The Ridgewood and Re- 
public made the change today, 
while the Walker will switch next Satur. 
day. All three were split-weekers. 

The two-week notice clause posted in 
all of the Fox vaudefilmers for stage- 
hands and musicians is just a precau- 
tionary measure and not necessarily a 
sign that the theaters are scheduled to 
drop stage shows. The final decision 


rests On business conditions during the 
early summer months. 


Gaumont Adding Vaude; 
PA Building Three More 


LONDON, April 25.—Gaumont British 
Corporation, which owns 320 cinemas in 
Great Britain, will add vaude in six more 
of its houses here early next month. 
Move is probably to combat the growth 
of the Paramount Astoria chain, which 
is featuring lavish flesh presentations at 
all of its theaters. 

Meanwhile Paramount Astoria is add- 
ing to its strength by building super 
cinemas in Leeds, Belfast and Liverpool. 
When these three are completed PA will 
have in all 12 theaters in Great Britain,

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Sharp Decline 
In RKO ‘Cuts’ 


Censorship a bookkeeping 
triumph —acts are more 
reasonable in attitude 


NEW YORK, May 4.—As a 
bookkeeping proposition, RKO’s 
censorship system is working out 
splendidly. Number of “cuts” or- 
dered weekly has been diminish- 
ing steadily and is now reported 
to be down to the ‘owest point 
since the circuit started keeping a 
systematic check on objectionable 


material and business. Whether 
this phenomon actually means a cleanup 
has been effected of the circuit’s stages 
is being left for James H. Turner’s corps 
of coed reviewers and Charles J. Free- 
man’s road inspectors to determine. 
When Freeman started his second clean- 
up drive several months ago the number 
of “cuts” ordered weekly reached new 
high levels, and this, too, was pointed 
out as an indication of good enforce- 
ment. 

There is every indication that house 
managers over the entire circuit are 
keeping a closer watch on acts than 
heretofore. When managers are not 
checking material and business the 
watch is being carried on by orchestra 
leaders and service executives. Accord- 
ing to Chester M. Stratton, placed in 
charge of the censorship bureau by 
Freeman, acts are now more reasonable 
about keeping their material within 
bounds. Not a single controversy has 
arisen along this line in recent weeks. 

Avalanche of adverse comment result- 
ing from the booking of Texas Guinan 
and her gang last week at Loew’s State 
on the same show with the kid film, 
Skippy, has caused those interested in 
censorship angles in the RKO organiza- 
tion to get a valuable insight into pub- 
lic reaction to smuttiness and indecorous 
conduct in combo houses. The Guinan 
booking, according to talk in the trade, 
has taught Loew a valuable lesson, as 
well as its competitors in the vaude field. 

There is a report around the RKO 
office that Freeman may move shortly 
to eliminate entirely the system of “cut” 
checkups now in force. The final solu- 
tion of this problem will most likely 
be accomplished by placing all responsi- 
bility in the hands of individual house 
managers on the assumption that they 
know their audiences better than others 
of higher rank, but out of touch with 
local situations. 


Williams’ 2 Palace Weeks 


NEW YORK, May 4. — Frances Wil- 
liams, who closed with The New Yorkers 
Saturday night, has been signed by RKO 
for two weeks at the Palace, June 6 and 
13. The 14 days will net her $6,000, and 
her contract specifies that no one is to 
be billed in larger type. 


Met. Back to Five Acts 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Loew's Metro- 
politan, Broeklyn, went back to a five- 
act vaude policy this week after using 
eight acts for two weeks. Extra three 
acts were used as an experiment in meet- 
ing the heavy vaude competition from 
the Albee, Fox and Paramount near 
by, and to bolster weak films, Kiki and 
Parlor, Bedroom and Bath. 


More Weber-Simon ‘Names’ 

NEW YORR, May 4.—Three more film 
“names” are being brought to RKO by 
the Weber-Simon Agency, Bessie Love, 
Fifi Dorsay and Reginald Denny. Bessie 
Love will do a song and dance act, Fifi 
Dorsay will do a comedy and song turn, 
and Reginald Denny will be an m.c. RKO 
is arranging opening dates for them. 


Ranks Dwindle of Acts 
Looking for RKO Breaks 


NEW YORK, May 4.—Compara- 
tively few disappointed performers 
are sending in their names on slips 
to the RKO booking office these 
days. From an average of 40 a day 
the number calling to inquire what 
might be done about getting them 
started has fallen down to about 12. 

Conclusions drawn by booking 
men are that either the most of the 
has-beens are situated permanently, 
more or less, in other occupa- 
tions, or have come to their senses 
and realize now that further efforts 
would be hopeless.

Ambitious Actors Dead Set 
Against Picture-House Work 


Performers returning from tours with 
presentation units are not keeping it a 
secret that this is the worst field in the 
world for the development of talent. 
These same performers, knowing thit 
presentation leaves little room for ad 
libbing or the trying out of new bits, 
are eager to return to vaude, even tho 
a return presentation tour may mean 
more money. 

The ex-presentation actors are con- 
vinced that plain, unadulterated vaude- 
ville is the best thing possible for per- 
formers who are ambitious to keep in 
step with changing times by constant 
improvement of their acts. 
typical performer who has played pres- 
entations speak for himself: 

“I had a lot of confidence and a good 
act—before I went into presentations. I 
signed with a unit; it meant more dough 
than I was getting from RKO. But [ 
found out soon enough. They took mv 
act and broke it into three parts. They 
etuck ime into a kimono for the opening 
ensemble number. Then I came out 
for a few minutes and did my own spe- 
cialty, and once more oefore the close 
I came on in another costume and did 
a few bars more, and I was thru. 


“But I was unhappy. So were the 
others in the company. I realized I was 
unhappy because I had lost my in- 
dividuality. In the unit I was just an 
actor who cluttered up the stage and 
served as a foreground for the elabo- 
rate scenery instead of the scenery being 
the background for me. I was just a 
cog in the wheel. If I dropped out they

could replace me immediately. So I 
didn't feel important and necessary. 


“The units are rigid as to running 
time and business. Each performer has 
a bit to do, and he must do it quickly 
and quietly. You have no leeway for 
spontaneous and impromptu bits. You 
are never on long enough to understand 
your audience and play up to them so 
that you can make a lastirg impression. 
Your feel that they will never remember 
you as an individual performer because 
you are not allowed to stand out. Your 
performance is submerged by the theme 
of the unit and by the costumes and 
scenery. 

“Your only real encouragement, ap- 
plause, is squelched by the master of 
ceremonies, who has orders to cut in on 
applause and thus keep the running 
time down. By the time you finish the 
presentation tour it begins to dawn on 
you that you were not a performer at 
all, but a prop. 

“Plain vaudeville is the only thing 
that gives us a break. In vaudeville you 
have a liberal time in which you can 
make good. You feel out the audience, 
time your gags and the pauses, make 
impromptu remarks and have a real 
chance to win the audience with your 
personality. In vaudeville you have the 
kick of pitting your personality and 
talent against the audience, but in pres- 
entations the audience does not consider 
you as an individual, but usually thinks 
of the unit as a whole. Picture-house 
work is depressing for any performer 
with originality and ambition.” 


former, was canceled after the 
first show a week ago Friday. 
Joe Burke, doing a three-people 
act, was given the sack after the 


first performance in the same 
manner that many other acts are alleged 
to have received it at the Adams in the 
past. This is possible thru the out- 
lawed contracts issued by the Dows, al- 
lowing for a cancellation after one show. 

Despite evidence to the contrary, Al 
Dow claims that Burke walked instead 
of being canceled, because of trouble with 
the girl in his act. This is contrary to 
Dow's reported statement to a group of 
agents in his office that Burke was can- 
celed because he was intoxicated. So far 
as is known, Burke has been, and was at 
the time, absolutely sober. 

The Klein Brothers were called by Dow 
on the phone from the Adams to re- 
place Burke’s act. Salary was set over 
the telephone and the team went in on 
the night show of April 24, 

On Wednesday the Kleins made a 
verbal charge with the Joint Complaint 
Bureau against the Dows on the ground 
that the indie bookers had given them 
a contract that day calling for $125 less 
in salary than Al Dow had quoted the 
afternoon they were booked. Dow main- 
tained that the salary the contract called 
for was the salary he had offered the 
Kleins over the phone. 

Dow was also emphatic that the Kleins 
should have come in before Wednesday 
for their contract instead of delaying so 
long and then squawking, but the Kleins, 
in their report to the Joint Complaint 
Bureau, stated that they had called the 
booking office continuously since their 
opening day for a contract, only to be 
stalled. . 

The Wan Wan San Troupe, 12-people 
Chinese acrobatic act, was forced to take 
a $200 cut in salary when they played 
the Adams the week of April 17. This 
cut, according to Dow, was a mag- 
nanimous gesture on the part of one of 
the Adams Brothers instead of canceling 
them after it had been learned they had 
played Proctor’s, Newark, only seven 
weeks previous to the date at his house. 
Adams learned this, according to Ai Dow, 
after the act had played the full first 
day. 

Dow stated that Adams was also very 
generous with Burke, paying him off after 
the first show almost a full week’s salary. 
The booker swore “on my word of honor” 
to this. The Adams, Newark, is 50 per 
cent owned by Publix but not a VMA- 
affiliated house. Because of this there 
is no direct action that the Joint Com- 
plaint Bureau can take against the Dows 
or the house on any complaint brought 
by a performer against either one or 
both. The bureau, however, issued a 
warning to performers a long time ago 
that they play for the Dows at their own 
risk. 


Return of Prodigal

current Palace date is his first since 
the house was opened the week of 
March 24, 1913. It also makes his 
first time in vaudeville in the 18- 
year period.

A trailer prelude and an introduction 
by Matt Gibbons slowed up the start of 
Wilma and Earlyne Wallace and Com- 
pany, dancing act.

Master of 
facial expression and possessed of a pair 
of Svengali eyes, Boreo was superb in 
both his comedy and dramatic numbers. 
Best in his whimsical Wooden Soldier 
characterizations, altho his impression 
of Maurice Chevalier also was splendid. 
Scored close to a show-stop. 

William Gaxton is back with a sketch, 
Partners, in which he appeared here a 
year or more ago. Gaxton’s rapid-fire 
comedy keeps things moving at break- 
meck speed and there is a continuous 
barrage of laughs. Supporting him are 
three men and a girl. Only the young 
fellow who plays the office boy has any- 
thing of consequence to do and he is 
very good. Sketch went over great. 

Miss Patricola, as classy, clever and 
popular as ever, scored handily with her 
blues and character songs and a bit of 
violin playing. Encored with the always 
popular oldtimer, Casey, to tremendous 
applause.

The Palace, New York 


(Revicwed Saturday Afternoon, May 2) 


It took them 18 years to talk Ed Wynn into a Palace date. It would still be 
worth the effort if it took 20 years longer. Vaude can’t be as hopelessly behind the 
times as its detractors would have us believe if such gems as Wynn can still be 
lured back. When discussing things funereal, there appears to be a tendency to 
link vaude and burlesque as brothers under the shroud, but you don’t hear of 
Bert Lahrs and Belle Bakers being booked as special attractions in Minsky’s 
Republic or Herk’s Irving Place. Wynn appears in about six brief spots, billed as 
an original master of ceremonies. He does everything you expect and more, but 
not once does he perform the obvious function of actually introducing an act. 
Fortunately this swell layout needs no building up; it’s a king’s feast of talent 
and, with the exception of using pianos in some form in five out of eight spots, 
there are no disturbing conflictions. This can be honestly exploited as an Ed 
Wynn Revue at Palace prices. 

DENO AND ROCHELLE piled sensation upon sensation in their routine of 
vigorous team dancing, and finally wound up with a show-stop that has had few 
equals here in recent months. Kathryn Black displays her rangy blondness to 
advantage in wait-filling routines. Deno and Rochelle’s original Racketeer Dance, 
which served as their finale, combines about five different styles of dancing and 
exploits enough pep to blow up a house. 

SERGE FLASH had to step aside fer awhile to give the multi-hatted Mister 
Wynn his first crack at the audience’s sense of humor. Wynn told them his 
megician story with graphic demonstrating, which was quite enough to turn the 
trick. Then came the flect and dexterous Flash with his stick and ball juggling. 
Flash easily overcame obvious nervousness and drew frequent salvos of vigorous 
applause for his uncanny manipulations. Wynn interrupted frequently, but did 
not intrude with droll burlesques on Flash’s classy juggling. Flesh stirred up some 
physical interest in his act by throwing balls into the audience in order that they 
might be thrown at his mouth-gripped stick. The reception was loud and it 
lingered. 

E. G. SHERMAN’S INGENUES would be treated unjustly by referring to their 
reception on this occasion as sensational. It was considerably more than that and 
they were permitted to finally say good-by only after one of their number politely 
announced there would be no more. Every time this 20-ring circus of girl musi- 
cians, singers and dancers come here they make it plain that there are no others 
in their field to vie with them in size, talent and spectacular display. They em- 
ploy instruments amounting to a small fortune and the trappings are put to 
excellent use. Routines have been considerably improved since Sherman’s conven- 
tion of girl wizards played here just about a year ago. 

PETER HIGGINS was in an unaccustomed spot, but he made an even better 
impression than two seasons ago, when his work here influenced RKO to sign him 
to a long string of options. The tenor was in great voice and forestalled a show- 
stop by bluntly announcing that he could not overstay his time. Frank Dixon is 
his accompanist. He did nicely ir a breathing-stall solo. Wynn made his third 
appearance preceding Higgins, clowning with prop, breakaway fiddles and a cello. 

ED WYNN filled the fifth spot with the drug store scene from Simple Simon. 
It’s a clean and pungently farcicai piece, wherein the assisting persons cater to 
Wynn's every whim in the cause of hearty laughs. Something you can’t help notic. 
ing about Wynn's nifties here and elsewhere on the bill is that most of them have 
been hidden successfully from material coppers that have shaken these boards 
thru the seasons. Frieda Mierse, who was welcomed by Ziegy after winning a beaut 
contest, is among the misses feeding Wynn, and there are also Adele Smith, Jerry 
Rogers and Billie Seward. All easy to look at. Harry Shannon does an aggressive 
straight. 

BUSTER WEST opened intermission, after Wynn's delightful lisp wrung 
laughs aplenty cut of his pigeon story. Buster fell into an ovation and with the 
help of Papa John managed to make his 15 minutes on evenly amusing. The 
younger West's simian antics, his occasional excursions into clowned song and the 
intersticing patter are ingeniously blended into an act that should please any- 
where. The Wests use pretty Lucia Coates in a brief opening bit. Buster stood 
pat against coming out for an encore. 

ROSETTA DUNCAN has apparently convinced RKO that she should have been 
held over in the first place when she made her debut here as a single five weeks 
ago. With the exception of digging up the Old Spanish Custom number from the 
Duncan Sisters repertory, Topsy does a repeat in routine. She came on to an ova- 
tion and went off to a show-stop. Every number clicked and Accompanist Bob 
Hamill got his share of appreciation for a brief, mellifluous warble. 

ED WYNN AND ROSETTA DUNCAN saved one of the most delectable features 
of the show for their shared closing spot. Wynn rolled out on his piano cycle, 
playing the Gargantuan zither as Rosetta sang I’m Yours, and then a beaut of a 
finish as Wynn simulated a waltz in his pedaling, as Rosetta, still wearing Topsy 
blackface, sang Two Hearts in Three-Quarter Time. Not @ soul left the house until 
the pair were taking their bows.

Gilbert Brothers made a_ corking 
Opener with their clever acrobatics and 
balancing, but their horizontal bar work, 
usually their best applause winner, was 
omitted at this show. Their difficult 
feats and the smooth, pleasing routine 
provided well-earned applause. 

Bud Harris and Sammy Van, in their

quite a number of laughs, even tho they 
did not work in their usual manner. 
Their chatter, hoofing and songs were 
liked by the audience. An unbilled lad 
furnished the best hoofing with his im- 
personation of Bill Robinson. 

Jean Boydell’s impersonations and 
comedy song numbers took all honors 
at this show. Her “wild woman” num- 
ber went over in great style, and her 
soidier dance was neatly done. Miss 
Boydell’s time was evidently cut short, 
as she was on and off before she had a 
chance to display her rea] hits. Even 
at that she was given a nice hand. 

Art Frank and his Yankee Volunteers 
closed the bill. Frank's old pappy char- 


acter pulled some applause, but the 
Yankee Orchestra and the dancing of 
an attractive girl failed to click. One 
of the boys has a good voice and offers 
several song numbers to good returns. 
Reaching for the Moon was his best. 
Light applause sent them off.

Bemis and Brown, boy and girl comedy 
team, opened and failed to click. Their 
tap routines are fair, but the comedy 
bits are weak. Girl warbles a comedy 
ditty, but kills it with vulgar gestures. 
Team seems to have fair ability, but 
the comedy material is ineffectual, the 
only interesting thing being the hoof- 
ing. 

Cliff Winehill was well liked and had 
to do an encore before he went off. In 
blackface he warbles with gusto and 
rattles off his comedy chatter in loud, 
clear voice. The gags, mostly sure-fire 
stuff on wives and marriage, are refresh- 
ing and sound quite original. 

Virginia Bacon and the Cirillo Broth- 
ers follow and make a good impression 
in their neatly dressed and costumed 
flash. Miss Bacon is a graceful and 
charming toe and tap dancer, while the 
four Cirillo boys have good appearance 
and personality and show tapping 
ability. One of the brothers is outstand- 
ing in his guitar and warbling solos. 

Herbert Faye and Company score 
heavily in the next-to-shut spot. Faye 
is the whole act, his clever gagging and 
gestures getting consistent laugh re- 
sponse. Bobbie Janis warbles and as- 
sists in comedy bits, while Armand Boleri 
plays straight to Faye. The “how to 
pick up a girl” bit is old stuff, but Faye 
sold it to good results. Good comedy 
act. 

Cuma and Company, Chinese magic 
act, closed and effectively mystified the 
customers. Cuma’s illusions are done 
expertly, tho with too many flourishes, 
and thus slowing down the act. His best 
trick is the raising and suspension, with 
no visible means of support, of a girl 
and her disappearance. 

Don’t Bet on Women was the film, 
with business holding up well.

Juggling Nelsons, three men and a 
girl, opened the show well with excel- 
lent hoop juggling.

Five black-face 
males are held up by the corking vocal 
work of the one soloist. Rest is har- 
mony, a few old gags and fair heel-and- 
toe tap work by a personality less mem- 
ber of the quintet. They are booked 
for a repeat on the intact route. 

Montrose and Reynolds started great 
with their Dumb Dora crossfire, but sort 
of eased off towards the finish when 
they ran out of new gags. Mixed team 
are in need of about three minutes of 
fresh material to make them a sock all 
the way thru. 

The Ingenues, featuring Mima Smith, 
violinist, closed. With such little com- 
edy relief in this girl-band turn plenty 
of cutting should be done. While their 
musical work is good, a terribly done 
tango dance by one gir] near the opening 
of the act made the first 15 minutes 
look like a warmup. Mima Smith is on 
just once and that makes two more 
mistakes. The other is her use of a 
muted violin in a large vaude house. At 
the Palace it would be okeh. Three bits 
in this 21-girl act are standouts. They 
are the 10 phosphorescent violins, the 16 
banjos and harmonicas, and the brass 
and trap-drum closing. Last is as strong 
as any act or bill can hope for.

Edler and Reed Brothers are the lead- 
off act, following Rich’s early applause 
warmup, and make it an all-hoofing 
spot. Show up well in tapping singles, 
duos and trios. Grace Edler lends the 
fem. flash to the act besides good danc- 
ing. Applause dotted the routine 
consistently and a heavy hand was 
theirs at the getaway. ; 

Phil Rich took the audience by storm, 
getting a near show-stop with his superb 
old-man characterization. He portrays a 
bewhiskered, rheumatic gent to perfec- 
tion and gets in quite a few bits that 
are sure-fire laugh getters. His make- 
up doffing at the finish swelled the 
reception. 

Marion Sunshine held up with her 
song studies, aided by an vunbilled male 
pianist.

With this same type of show in every 
week and on each half, instead of for 
just three days, the Fox house would 
undoubtedly put a crimp into the RKO 
cpposition, the Jefferson, an eight-acter. 
Vaude plays three days, Tuesday opening, 
in the Academy, with the humorless 
Fanchon & Marco Ideas, augmented by 
a couple of acts, in on the first half. 
Arty units are not the type of show 
the 14th street mob goes for, and the 
Academy must have learned this by now. 
The six-act bill this half socked all the 
way thru and was far above the average 
ragged Jeff. show. Running time was 
too long at 106 minutes. Biz fair, with 
Other Men’s Women on the screen. 

The Three Lordens opened the show 
well with their trampoline act. Tap 
dance by the girl, breaking the good 
spring and casting stunts of the two 
males, slows the act considerably.

A girl in gam-display 
costume is in his assist, but rot for 
much. 

Varieties, six-people flash, has tight- 
ened up considerably since first caught 
and got across in a freak spot for a 
Straight dancing act. A Japanese girl 
tap dancer has been added to the cast 
and does well. Too much tap. work, 
however, is too much. And that’s all 
this turn has. 

Herman Timberg was the standout of 
the bill and rightfully so. Assisted by 
his son, Herbert, a couple of excellent 
stooges, girl singer and a plant in the 
pit, he was a comedy riot.

Williams also stipulated in his 
will if any person or persons were found 
who could prove relationship they were 
to receive $100 each. He bequeathed 
$100,000 to Children’s Hospital of Michi- 
gan, $100,000 to Protestant Orphan 
Asylum and $10,000 each to James Ed- 
ward Lewis, doorman at Temple Theater; 
Lewis’ wife, Ann; Archie J. Chapp and 
wife, Joyce; Mrs. Elizabeth McKay: 
Signor Lawanda, former jron-jJaw per- 
former, known also as Hugh Evans; 
Joseph A. Henderson; Mrs. Clara Kim- 
ball Young, of Jersey City, and William 
J. Janika, of Chicago. 


Loew’s Net Down 


NEW YORK, May 4.—According to a 
Statement issued by David Bernstein, 
vice-president and treasurer of Loew's, 
the firm made a gross profit of $9,765,-

This is a fair novelty act for the open- 
ing spot. It would be a stronger act if 
the running time were cut and some 
slow and mild comedy bits by Oro and 
Smith eliminated. 

Act features Teddy, a huge brown 
bear, with Lewis Goody as its trainer. 
Bear drinks a bottle of soda pop and 
later wrestles with Oro and Smith, sin- 
gly. That is all the bear does, altho it 
is on the stage thruout the act. If the 
bear were worked into more bits and the 
act shortened it would be much more 
engrossing. 

Oro and Smith come on the stage at 
the call for men to wrestle with the 
bear. While getting ready to wrestle 
with the bear they quarrel and maul 
each other in slap-stick fashion. This 
holds up the act, as audience attention 
is really on the bear. 

Bears are not so common on the 
vaude stage and this bruin deserves a 
better act. P. D. 


South and Lubin 


Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style — Comedy, singing and musical. 
Setting—In one... Time—Seven minutes. 

Two black-face males in a weak com- 
bination of poor gags, Mammy singing 
and musical work. The latter, entailing 
the hot harmonica playing of one of the 
team, is the sock of the act, but not 
strong enough to carry it. 

The one song solo is done in the Al 
Jolson style of 10 years ago, the vocalist 
even getting down on one knee to render 
the “mother” number.

from the Hotel New Yorker, from which 
Busse broadcasts nightly thru an NBC 
mike. Busse can’t be blamed for con- 
tinuing to look like a condensed White- 
man, but he might come in for some 
adverse criticism for using a line draw- 
ing on his music stands that resembles 
the one made internationally famous by 
Whiteman. But it’s not Whiteman’'s 
mug that’s on them. And this is as good 
@ comeback as ary. 

There’s something reminiscent about 
Busse’s band playing When Day Is Done. 
Then again there are any number of 
bands that include this semiclassical 
favorite in their repertories. Busse finds 
a distinct field for himself, however, by 
leading his corking unit with an original 
comedy flair. After impish mugging and 
elephantine swaying to the band’s 
rhythm Busse takes a resounding pratt 
fall right in the center of the stage. 
This is a big laugh and done so realis- 
tically that he had most of the wise 
mob wondering at this show whether 
what is really a set bit was an embar- 
tpssing accident. The 14 boys are hand 
picked and employ clever arrangement 
of pops. At least six swell warblers 
among them, this forte being utilized 
for choruses only. ¢ 

Busse’s sober announcements are made 
with a distinct flavoring of dialect. 
Something like a scholarly Dutch. Better 
results would be attained by clowning 
these heavily. Then, like Frisco’s stutter, 
they wouldn’t know if he’s kidding and 
it would get him plenty of laughs. Now 
if they laugh it will be in the wrong 
places and not in a way to help put the 
act over better. 

Solos by several, of the boys, including 
a session at the trumpet by Busse. All 
of *them good. Pierce and Miss Harris 
launch their ballroom burlesque in 
straight fashion and introduce their 
clowning subtly. They’ve got a swell 
idea; a pity it can’t be protected. Act 
closed the show here, the odds beihg 
piled against it. Went over swell, how- 
ever, and held them in easily.

Bee Morris has been out at the head 
of boy hoofing crews before. This is 
a new routine and with a new assist.

It’s nicely dressed and 
mounted. Routines are clever and 
speeded up to a satisfactory tempo.

The 
pianist fills the wait with a medley, and 
then comes the military tapping. Miss 
Morris’ third change calls for an im- 
pression of Ann Pennington.

If burlesque ever makes a pretense of 
getting anywhere it will have to shape 
up something like this proposition, now 
in its 17th week under the producing 
guidance of Eddie (Nut) Kaplan In no 
sense is this a clean show, but it is com- 
paratively clean for burlesque. And it 
has wit, an overflow of broad and in- 
frequently offensive humor. Also speed 
aplenty and color. One could reason- 
ably ask no more. 

This house was not long ago one of 
Brooklyn’s favorite legit stands and drew 
picked audiences. Customers in for Kap- 
lan’s Pennant Winners this night are 
not exactly the same that one might 
have encountered during the house’s 
legit days, but not very far removed. 
More women (and few frowsy ones) rep- 
resented here than at any burly show 
we have caught this season. No sign 
could be more convincing of the rela- 
tively high level Kaplan is keeping his 
weekly changes. 

Bubble-mouthed nut comic and pro- 
ducer appears in only three scenes and 
got an ovation on his first entrance. 
Economy in appearances is explainable 
on the ground that he has been before 
this public so long and also the un- 
doubted strain of putting on this show. 
Rest of the comedy staff consists of 
Harry (Hello Jake) Fields, Hebe who 
clicks more often than not, and Joe Hill, 
crimson-schnozzled nondescript, who is 
as true to type as you would want any 
burly funnyman to be. Fields and Hill 
dominate the scenes, but do not exceed 
in appeal by any great extent Chick 
Hunter, character straight. Sonny Brown 
does a swell pansy bit in one scene, but 
is a letdown as the juve in others. 

Isabelle Lorrie, said to be one of the 
show’s best lookers, is out this week 
because of illness, but her spot in the 
stripping cycles is filled by Betty McAl- 
lister. Betty has a generous quantity of 
that species of guile strippers must 
possess and Betty is an eye feast even if 
you can’t remember the color of her 
hair. Dona Davis does but one strip and 
a stalled one at that. Yet Dona is the 
cleverest person in the cast. A great 
talking woman, knows how to sell a song 
and also dances. Dona is a casting 
problem because of her sawed-off stature, 
but even this should not interfere with 
her progress. Girl is still young and 
most assuredly not hemmed in by the 
Narrowing burlesque field. Somebody 
should grab her quick. 

Ruth Donald is a blond miss who is 
just about beginning to limber up in 
the stripping racket. Very young and 
liked here a lot. Looks like she ré- 
cently stepped out of the line. Connie 
Fanslau, Willie Horner and Virginia 
Mussio are the remaining strippers. All 
are invaluable in scenes. In a show of 
this type they must be, since Kaplan 
makes his skits and blackouts count for 
far more than as wait fillers between 
strip-teasing sessions. Vera Walton is up 
to requirements as the prima and does 
well also as a talking woman. 

While several of the scenes are based 
on familiar patterns there are others 
which indicate painstaking preparation 
and a very definite desire to attain orig- 
inality. Kaplan does a scene with 
Hunter and two girls (one of them Miss 
Davis) that might offend an over- 
prudish audience, but has more original 
material than any burlesque blackout 
seen around here in months. Miss Davis’ 
handling of the Sweet and Hot number 
is something which by its excellence 
seems out of place in burlesque. 

Show is tastefully costumed and 
mounted. Most of the scenes have spe- 
cial drops and hanging pieces. There 
are 20 girls in the more than tolerable 
chorus and in the pit is a red-hot orches- 
tra of six pieces. A great little unit for 
burlesque or anywhere. Rose Gordon 


put on the chorus numbers and they 

aren’t bad. Fair business downstairs, but

Squawk at So-Called Pans 


Action taken by Claude Greneker drops sheet from press 
lists—objected to article on “Silent Witness” —firm’s 
shows will be reviewed as usual 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Continuing their campaign to gag free 


critical opinion in the press, the 


Shuberts, thru Claude Greneker, 


press agent, have barred The Billboard from their theaters. Action 
means that no free seats will be sent for reviews of attractions in 
various Shubert houses, and was precipitated, according to Greneker, 


by “From Out Front” in issue of 
April 18, which rediscussed case 
of “The Silent Witness.” Occur- 
rence is by no means first time 
Shuberts have taken such action 
against papers and reviewers who hap- 
pened to disagree with them on merits 
of their productions. First time of any 
importance was years back, when Alex- 
ander Woollcott. was reviewing for The 
New York Times, and a feud was started 
between sheet and producers, which re- 
sulted in complete capitulation of 
Shuberts. Another outstanding example 
was that of Walter Winchell, who was re- 
cently reinstated in good graces and free 
lists after several years of so-called pun- 
ishment for having called Shubert turkeys 
by name. 


Action against The Billboard came 
from Greneker without warning, and, for 
that matter, without provocation. It is 
effective beginning this week. 


When present legitimate staff of The 
Billboard came in, Greneker spoke to it 
guardedly about unfavorable reviews of 
Shubert shows, hinting that animosity 
was unwelcome, but failing to say that 
honest adverse opinion Gid not consti- 
tute animosity. 


In n-‘ifying The Billboard of the new 
move, Greneker said: “When the old staff 
of The Billboard was writing reviews it 
was distinctly hostile to the Shuberts. 
Lee Shubert called the matter to my at- 
tention, and the result was that we de- 
cided to drop The Billboard from our 
press lists. When the new staff came 
in we decided to postpone the move 
after I had seen and spoken to you. 


“There was no need to write a second 
article on The Silent Witness, and in 
view of that fact I think it best to re- 
turn to Shubert’s original order.” 

Article specifically objected to read, in 
part: “The Silent Witness, if the Shubert 
press department is to be believed, seems 
in a fair way of becoming at least a 
moderate success. 

“No one is happier over the news than 
your scribe. If he created the impression 
in his review that the show was some- 
thing of a turkey—tho an impression so 
strong was certainly not intended—he 
cheerfully admits his error. The Silent 
Witness provided him an evening of 
pleasant—if not very exciting—enter- 
tainment, and he’s glad to see it get 
across. It's not by any means a terrible 
show. 


“It is, in fact, pretty good if you judge 
it as a meller instead of a mystery. 
There's excitement of a sort, and there's 
a great deal of very good acting, which 
brings that excitement to a higher peak 
than it ever really deserves.” 


Other Shubert shows have drawn more 
in the favorable than the unfavorable 
columns, and entire action is as hard to 
explain as any action wherein private 
corporations seek to impose seli-seeking 
censorship on press. 

The Billboard will continue to see all 
new shows on time. 


Radio-Talkies Draw Hand 
On First New York Test 


NEW YORK, May 2.—First New York 
attempt to incorporate and broadcast 
radio and television programs was made 
Sunday night over stations WGBS and 
W2XCR, which sent talking pictures thru 
combined equipment. Receivers as far 
as Baltimore got the show, and wrote in 
favorably about it. 

Broadcasts continued and will con- 
tinue at 500 watts until tomorrow, when 
they will be stepped up to 5,000 watts, by 
permission of Federal Radio Commission. 
Increased watts will send sound and pic. 
tures thru greater radius around city.

Crusading Mayor Plans 
Lily-White Chicago Stage 


CHICAGO, May 2.—Another of Chica- 
go’s mayors has started another crusade. 
First it was William Hale Thompson, who 
was going to “punch King George in the 
snout,” and now it’s Anton J. Cermak 
who is going to rid Chicago of plays and 
movies picturing his city as gang-ridden. 
On the Spot, Edgar Wallace’s humorous 
gesture to Chicago gangdom, is the first 
play to feel the ax. Mayor Cermak 
heard about the play, notified the thea- 
ter that he would be there Sunday night 
to inspect it, and that if he found it ob- 
jectionable the play would be closed. 


On the Spot was playing Pittsburgh 
when notice came of Mayor Cermak’s ac- 
tion, and John Leffler, manager of the 
play, said that “everything related to 
Chicago in the play will be eliminated.” 
How this will be accomplished is prob- 
iematical, but if Leffler wants to be 
sure to please Chicago officials all he 
has to do is change the Chicago setting 
to New York. 


Speaking of his action Mayor Cermak 
said: “On the Spot is just another of 
those crime plays that picture Chicago 
as the most terrible place in the world. 
There is nothing wrong with Chicago. 
As has been pointed out by others, many 
American cities have more crime per 
capita than Chicago does. Trouble is the 
reputation that Chicago has been given 
by these dramatists and lurid writers. 


“I have served notice on the theater,” 
he continued, “that if this play is in- 
jurious to Chicago’s reputation it will 
not be allowed to continue. It will be 
stopped. I believe I have the police 
power to do that. I'll appeal to the 
people if that is necessary, but I don't 
believe it will be.” 

Mayor Cermak served notice on movie 
producers at same time he took action 
against On the Spot, but failed to make 
charges against any specific picture. 
Gang pictures depicting underworld life 
in American cities have enjoyed pros- 
perity era during past year, but have 
just about reached the saturation point. 
Public Enemy, Doorway to Hell, Little 
Caesar are among most successful. 

Action is surprising insofar as flood of 
books, plays, movies, short stories with 
New York, Detroit and 6ther large city 
settings have gone uncensored. Chicago's 
reputation, however, has capped them all. 
and more has been written concerning 
crime here than in any other city. 

Should Mayor Cermak take it upon 
himself to cleanse Chicago of all enter- 
tainment and literature that tends to 
picture his city as the home port of 
gangsters he will have one of the tough- 
est assignments ever allotted a mayor. 
Hardly a magazine reaches the news- 
stands these days without at least one 
gangland story, and most of the time 
author uses a Chicago background.

Wr a bit of pride pardonable in 
one so new to the racket, your 

scribe announces that he has 
joined the great army with banners 
which has been banned by the Shuberts 
from their theaters. The Shuberts, it 
appears, led by Claude Greneker, their 
generalissimo of press agents, objected 
to the fact that this reviewer found The 
Silent Witness something less than a 
perfect play. Their action fails to change 
either the play or this reviewer's opinion 
of it. It will also fail to keep The Bill- 
board’s reviewing staff from attending 
all of the shows that wander into New 
York. 

And, in seeing the shows, the staff will 
continue to play fair, in spite of a cen- 
sorship that seeks to force favorable re- 
views of any play, no matter what its 
merits, There will be no concession on 
the side of leniency in order to get back 
into the good graces and the free lists 
of any organization. Nor will there be 
any taking out of a grudge. Productions, 
as before, will be Judged purely on their 
merits as productions. 


Intimations from Greneker, guarded 
and discreet, that such a move as a 
banning might be coming greeted this 
scribe when he first took over his desk 
a few months ago. The intimations 
were, naturally, disregarded, and the 
final action will be treated in the same 
way. While it is perfectly proper to 
object to facts that are wrong, it is high- 
ly improper to object to opinions which 
are offered, for better or for worse, in all 
good faith. For if a reviewer is to keep 
faith with his readers—which is the only 
faith he has to keep—he is bound oc- 
casionally to tread on the toes of some 
of the gentlemen who produce plays. 
Practically all of the producing gentle- 
men realize this and act accordingly. 

The action of Greneker and the Shu- 
berts is a thoroly childish gesture, like 
that of a little boy who’s been -scolded 
by a friend and who remarks: “Aw, 
right, I'm not gonna play with you any 
more!” In none of the reviews was there 
any animosity intended or shown toward 
the Shuberts or anyone connected with 
them. And those who fail to benefit 
from—or to survive—criticism honestly 
offered must be children indeed. 


Altho the fact is neither here nor 
there, it happens that since the present 
reviewing staff began writing about 
plays more of the Shubert productions 
have been praised than damned. And 
even those that came in for a bit of re- 
proof were never razzed unduly. This 
fact may be verified by a brief glance 
thru past records. There has not been 
a Shubert play yet that drew an out 
and out “no.” And even if there had 
been, 1t would have been no one’s place 
to object to a sincere opinion concern- 
ing something about which all shades of 
opinion may be held. 


The specific thing which, accordingly 
to the Shuterts, drew down their flash- 
ing wrath was the From Out Front sev- 
eral weeks ago which rehashed the case 
of The Silent Witness. It is a fact that 
that article was written because your 
scribe figured that perhaps he had been 
too tough in his original review on a 
play which definitely had its good points, 
He therefore set out to take away a part 
of the sour taste, but it seemed to be 
only a bit more vinegar for the Shuberts. 

Among other things the article said 
that The Silent Witness was “a moderate 
success,” an “effective hoke thriller,” 
and that it contained “excitement and 
a great deal of very good acting.” Also 
it was remarked: “If your scribe created 
the impression that the show was some- 
thing of a turkey—tho an impression so 
strong was certainly not intended—he 
cheerfully admits his error.” 

If Greneker insists that The Silent 
Witness is not effective, that it is not a

moderate success, that it contains 
neither excitement nor a great deal of 
very good acting, far be it from your 
scribe to contradict him.

It is again promised that The Bill- 
board’s reviewing staff will see all of 
the new shows that come to town. It 
will see them on time and with no de- 
lay. And it will review them fairly. :

Jobless Actors’ Emergency Relief racket ruled out in 


Public Welfare office—all 


ticket selling halted—efforts 


being made to refund money to those who subscribed 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Deputy Commissioner of Public Wel- 
fare James W. Kelly slammed brakes on so-called Jobless Actors’ 
Emergency Relief Fund this week, with definite ultimatum that it 
stop selling tickets for so-called “Bohemian Night” it was to have 
on May 4, and for any other benefits past or future it might plan or 


contemplate. He is continuing to 
work on organization’s past collec- 
tions, trying to refund as much 
dough as possible to those who 
subscribed. Tickets for table of 
four at Bohemian Night were being sold 
at from 50 to 100 bucks by “Major” 
Edith Ward, leading light of Relief, and 
her associates. As reported in previous 
issues, names of Henry Hull and others 
were being used in mulcting suckers, 
and Hull, Actors’ Fund, Equity and NVA 
have complained about spurious outfit. 

Hot sessions with Kelly were had by 
“Major” Ward, Edward O. Towne, so- 
called counsel for Relief, and Joseph 
Herndon. Herndon had been selling 
tickets for, at his own admission, 35 per 
cent split of profits. , 

Kelly had already three times refused 
permits to outfit to sell tickets for 
“charity.” They went ahead and sold 
them anyhow. When questioned by Kelly 
on use of Hull’s name, “Major” Ward 
produced telegrams supposedly signed by 
him, authorizing use. But Kelly in- 
timated that he’d be more convinced if 
he saw letters. 

Over three grand had been collected so 
far, with only $750 now left in bank. 
“Major” Ward said that rest had been 
used in relieving indigent actors, but 
she failed to specify just how. Kelly 
made chiselers hand over list from 
whom they had received contributions, 
and is working to return as much of 
dough as possible. 

There'll be no “Bohemian Night” on 
Monday.

powerful and complete lists. Also, Guild 
feels that its own success is intimately 
tied up with state of theater in general, 
and the road must be brought back for 
benefit of all concerned. General return 
of good road would mean as much for 
Guild itself as it would for any of other 
producers benefited thru Guilds’s action. 

Out-of-town subscribers of Guild at 
present total over 45,000, and it is ex- 
pected this action will further increase 
them. It is probable that the number 
of productions in Guild subscription 
series will be materially increased by 
move, for Guild intends to maintain own 
production schedule. In addition, se- 
lected shows of other managers signed 
will be sent out on series. 

Definite arrangements have been made 
so far for subscription tours of Miller’s 
production of Philip Barry’s Tomorrow 
and Tomorrow and Golden’s production 
of Crothers’ As Husbands Go. Tomorrow 
and Tomorrow will be first show to be 
tried out under plan. 

Guild will, of course, choose plays to 

be sent out. In addition to those plays 
announced on subscription season, it is 
planned to pick those deemed worthy 
and to tour them over circuit, with sub- 
scribers having optional rights on them, 
getting in at subscribers’ rates by pre- 
senting card. Five or six shows will be 
probable total for subscriptions next sea- 
son, with as many more as are judged 
good enough added on as optional. Per- 
haps again as many will go out that 
way. 
Affiliated managers may also send out 
shows independently, other than those 
announced on subscription — if they 
want to. 

Tours of all subscription shows will 
be handled out of the Guild. No name 
for affiliation as yet, but subscriptions 
are being solicited under title of the 
Theater Guild Group. Better name will 
be used when one comes up. Also, each 
producer will strictly retain own identity 
under plan, tho show touring will be 
under as vet undecided group title. 

Bookings, of course, are thru Erlanger 
houses thruout. Erlangers, hard at work 
to resuscitate road, are also playing with 
plan to book 150 auditoriums and such 
in towns that have no theaters, and 
play circuit on them. Entire Guild-

Mack Fights Century Co. 
In Court Order To Restrain 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Willard Mack, 
playwright, who mortgaged his Connect- 
icut farm in 1927 to Century Play, Inc., 
went to court this week in an effort to 
regain mortgage and embarrassing col- 
lateral placed up at that time. 

Contract with Century provided that 
Mack pay that company 15 per cent in 
all plays from his pen until 1987. Mack 
demands that Century shall show cause 
why it should not be enjoined from dis- 
posing of the old farm, a stud farm, near 
Mansfield Center, Conn., and that it be 
restrained from disposing of certain 
plays which he also posted as collateral. 

Amount of playwright’s loan from 
Century was $10,000. Now Mack is earn- 
ing $2,000 per week from Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer in Hollywood and Century 
seeks to collect 10 per cent of that. Play 
company claims Mack failed to live up 
to his agreement. Mack's court action 
also includes a request that arbitration 
be stayed. 


Theater All at Sea 


NEW YORK, May 2.—William Morris 
Jr. has started first theater ever to be 
built on ocean liner. It is on board 
Belgenland and will open July 18. 


Erlanger tie is another move featuring 
Erlanger-Shubert break, with not even 
past amenities to be expected in rival 
bookings from now on. 


Shuberts and Guild also have been 
pouting for some while, feud starting 
over disagreement on bookings some 
years back, and thereafter Shuberts 
started own subscription plan, which is 
now working in three cities, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Boston. Plays have 
also been booked on subscription basis 
in Shubert houses in Pittsburgh, Balti- 
more, Cleveland, Detroit and Cincinnati. 
Shuberts have hired Frederick Donaghey, 
ex-dramatic critic of Chicago Tribune, 
to push subscriptions. 


Lee Shubert, when questioned, said in 
public prints that he didn’t consider new 
project as competition. This in spite of 
fact that Hopkins and Miller had both 
previously booked thru Shuberts. Day 
after announcement, however, he called 
Miller office, offering better terms and 
whatnot to keep producer booking thru 
Shuberts. 

The Guild began its road activities in 
1927 when it sent Pygmalion to Philly 
for run. Following season subscription 
groups were organized in various cities, 
and now list includes Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Washington, Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Detroit, Milwau- 
kee, St. Louis, Minneapolis and Cincin- 
nati. In addition, Guild has sent out 
regular non-subscription tours of other 
attractions, such as Strange Interlude, 
which has played practically every one- 
night stand in country. 

Entire Guild-Erlanger road tie is 
somewhat similar to plan suggested to 
managers by Frank Gillmore and Paul 
Dullzell, of Equity, some years back. 
Abortive attempt was made to put it 
into effect with production of Marjorie 
Rambeau in Shakespeare in Washington 
and New York, but show flopped to tune 
of 60 grand, and managers quit. 

Plan was announced by Guild on 
Tuesday, altho scheduled to be kept un- 
der cover until next week. Leaks started, 
however, and hand was forced. 


Equity Has 
Brandt Case 


Two days’ pay for “Sub- 
way Express” up again— 
rumor musicals may close 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Claims 
against Brandt Theatrical Enter- 
prises, in connection with closing 
of road tour of “Subway Ex- 
press,” are up before Equity 
Council again for decision Tues- 
day, with rumors making rounds 
that Brandts may close season of 
stock revivals of musicals at their 
four subway circuit houses. 

Subway Express, which had been han- 
dled by Brandts for substantial tour, 
was set with Equity authorization to 
lay off Holy Week. On Wednesday of 
preceding week, Brandts decided to close 
for good on following Saturday and 
posted notice to that effect, with Equity 
claiming two days’ extra salary for com- 
pany in lieu of full week’s notice. 

Show was taken over after Holy Week 

layoff by Wilson, of Wilson Theater, in 
Detroit, with practically all of regular 
road cast still appearing, and Brandts, 
who claimed to have got the engage- 
ment, tried to call off claims by saying 
that run still continued, even tho not 
under their auspices. Brandt contract 
with cast, however, was definitely at an 
end. ' 
Show, which was scheduled for indef- 
inite run, lasted only two weeks in De- 
troit. Also, it was discovered that book- 
ing had been engineered, not by Brandats, 
but by Gus Pitou, of Erlanger booking 
office. Therefore, question comes up for 
reconsideration. 

Mutterings had been heard from 
Brandts concerning closing of their 
musical revivals if decision should go 
against them, Revivals, which circuited 
four Brandt houses at one buck top, 
provided work for plenty people. 

Coincident with decision of Equity to 
bring case once more before Council 
come Broadway rumors that Brandt re- 
vivals are definitely off. Whispers say 
that Desert Song goes this week, with 
Wildflower following it next Saturday. 

Fifteen to 20 grand loss claimed on 
the revivals so far. 


Hackett Decision Upheld 


NEW YORK, May 2.—-Appellate Court 
confirmed decision of City Court which 
awarded Maud Hackett $2,197 judgment 
against Alex Gerber for breach of theat- 
rical contract. Miss Hackett’s contract 
was with Gerber for one year, season of 
1928-'29, with 24 weeks guaranteed.

Hancocked by 93 Managers 


Shuberts, White, Brady and Ziegfeld still out—no oppo- 
sition encountered, Guild claims—movie rights and for- 
eign rights are clarified—no opposition is expected 


NEW YORK, May 2.—At a meeting of the Dramatists’ Guild 
Monday it was announced that 93 managers had signed new Basic 
Agreement which Guild ratified March 1. Practically all producing 
managers represented on list, with exception of Shuberts, George 
White, William A. Brady and Ziegfeld. Guild claims no opposi- 


tion was encountered to new 
agreement, and that those not as 
yet signed have had no cause to 
Hancock treaty because of no 
dealings with Guild since old 


agreement lapsed. No fight is expected 
from any of them. 


New agreement is practically the same 
as old one, with major change coming 
in sale of movie rights to play. New 
version has it that sale of movie rights 
does not include radio or television 
rights. Also it omits reproduction by 
electrical means and by what Guild 
calls “undiscovered arts.” Such rights 
remain with author. However, manager 
is permitted to cut in 50 per cent on 
radio and television rights to play for 
full year after his stock rights have 
lapsed. 


Foreign rights option is held by man- 
ager up to 60 days after opening in New 
York. If he fails to exercise option in 
that time, he’s out. Also if he takes up 
option and no foreign production is 
forthcoming in .two years, rights revert 
back to author anyhow. 


Intent of new version, as reported pre- 
viously, was to clarify clauses that have 
caused discussion in past. Both movie

This John Barrymore vehicle is based 
on the George Du Maurier novel Trilhby, 
famous some two decades ago and at 
that time supposed to be some shakes 
when it came to wickedness. 

Today the story seems rather vapid, 
and the adaptors and producers have 
not planted strongly enough that Trilby 
is under the hypnotic influence of 
Svengali during the greater portion of 
the film. To one knowing the story the 
idea is conveyed perfectly, but to those 
unfamiliar with the opus it is doubtful, 
as was noted in remarks from the audi- 
ence.

The picture is rather slow paced, owing 
to the type of characterizations de- 
manded by it. At any rate, it gives 
Barrymore an opportunity to display his 
talents at character drawing and make- 
up. While the feminine audience may 
be opposed to the fact that the famous 
Barrymore profile is missing, the star 
has managed to don a couple of uni- 
forms, as the orchestra conductor, that 
are in direct contrast to the slovenly, 
unkempt character Svengali is during 
the earlier sequences. Barrymore as 
usual is superb. The portrayal is studied 
and thoroly in harmony thruout, and 
some excellent trick photography has 
been done on his eyes in the hypnotism 
scenes. 

Marion Marsh, a newcomer to the 
screen, is Trilby. Miss Marsh, thru her 
performance in this difficult role, stamps 
herself as one who will bear watching. 
She is a stunning blonde with a pair 
of soulful eyes and an innocent so- 
phistication that is thoroly alluring. 
Bramwell Fletcher is nicely cast as Lit- 
tle Billy, and the same is true of Lums- 
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den Hare, as Taffy: Donald Crisp, as the 
Laird; Luis Alberni, as Gecko, and Paul 
Porcasi, as the concert manager. Archie 
Mayo's direction is excellent, and he has 
caught the Bohemian atmosphere with 
neat detail. 

The story of Trilby tells of an un- 
kempt musician who has the power of 
hypnotism over women. One commits 
suicide over him. He then meets Trilby, 
an artist’s model, who is safd to have 
the most beautiful feet in the world. 
He puts her under his hypnotic spell, 
taking her away from Little Billy, an 
artist whom she loves. To hold the spell 
he has to keep her hypnotized. Fearing 
that her love for Billy may be stronger 
than his power he carries her away, leav- 
ing the impression she has committed 
suicide. Years later, under his hypnotic 
spell, she is his wife and a famous oon- 
cert star. Little Billy discovers her again 
and follows her from town to town, 
Svengali canceling engagements the mo- 
ment he finds his rival in the audience. 
Svengali is ailing and growing weaker, 
both in body and in his power over Tril- 
by. As Little Billy sits watching them at 
a cafe in Cairo, Svengali falls, dying in 
the orchestra pit, while Trilby, her voice 
breaking as the maestro loses his power 
over her, dies on the stage, Svengali 
crying to let him have the love in death 
that he never had in life, as the love 
Trilby gave him was only manufactured 
thru his devilish influence

“Tarnished Lady” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Rivoli 
Producer's footage, 7,213. 
minutes. 
(Release date, May 2) 

Somebody forgot to polish up this 
tarnished lady; in fact, it looks as if the 
fates as well as the powers that be at 
Paramount conspired to let her mold 
with dust. Then again they may have 
realized that all of the polish in the 
world could not have brought any 
glamour to this hackneyed vehicle, au- 
thored by Donald Ogden Stewart. 

It is hard to realize that the man 
who gave the cinema world Laughter 
also authored this story. Then, too, it 
is surprising that Paramount accepted 
it as a vehicle to introduce Tallulah 
Bankhead to the screen. Miss Bankhead 
has become a personality—a personality 
who has been favored by royalty and 
the English theater-going public during 
her several years’ sojourn in London. 
That she is able to emerge from this 
film introduction with a certain amount 
of triumph is all the more glo~y to her 
personal charm and her ability as an 
actress. 

If ever a player was hampered by a 
vehicle, Miss Bankhead is hampered by 
Tarnished Lady. All the improbabilities 
cf old-fashioned tearjerkers have been 
brought into this one and have not been 
so well inserted as they were in their 
originals. 

It is maudlin and some of the dialog 
so exceedingly “melo” that what was in- 
tended for melodrama borders upon

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travesty. At least the first-night audi- 
ence took it that way. But it will not 
only be discernible to the sophisticates, 
for it is so flagrantly stupid that even 
the indiscriminating moviegoer is sure 
to get a laugh instead of the intended 
tear. Even bringing in several speak- 
easy scenes cannot take away the in- 
congruity of the various situations. 

Paramount, regarding cast, has tried 
te do right by Miss Bankhead with Clive 
Brook, Phoebe Foster, Alexander Kirk- 
land, Osgood Perkins and Elizabeth Pat- 
terson as the main support. All of them 
try hard to bring the story out of the 
slough of improbability. So does George 
Cukor, whose direction is far better than 
the story warranted. 

Story tells of a New York society girl, 
who with her mother has been trying to 
make ends meet, having to pose for 
cigaret ads and what not to get a little 
extra cash. They owe the butcher, the 
baker and the exclusive dressmaker. Girl 
is wooed by a millionaire (Clive Brook), 
but loves a struggling playwright (Alex- 
ander Kirkland). She decides to marry 
the millionaire after much urging, but 
decides to spend one evening with the 
author before the wedding. The other 
girl (Phoebe Foster) loves the million- 
aire, but he can’t see her and this char- 
acter is forced to be the meanest vil- 
lainess given to the screen or stage since 
the days of the old ten, twent’ and 
thirt’. She stops at nothing. Girl mar- 
ries and soon realizes she can never love 
her husband, and on the day he loses 
everything in the stock she, however, is 
not aware of this, tells him she is thru. 
She goes back to the author only to 
find the other woman with him. Then 
she starts to hunt for work and one day 
after trudging faints in the street. A 
baby is born and wifey works in a 
modiste shop, where hubby comes with 
the other woman. Soon he goes to her 
and she realizes she has loved him all 
along and everything ends happily as 
they stand over the baby crib. 

Big laugh of the film is built around 
the fact that the husband at the start 
of the film had said to the girl that he 
intended to erect a big building, bigger 
than anything in the city, as a monu- 
ment to leave after he had gone. At 
the end of the film with his money gone 
and standing with his wife he says that 
vears ago he had dreams of the building, 
but he has accomplished nothing. And 
the wife says: “Come and see your build- 
ing.” And takes him in to show him 
the infant. Some construction and some 
laugh. H. DAVID STRAUSS. 


“The Flood” 
(COLUMBIA)

There may be audiences for this type 
of production, but they wiil be few and 
far between. It is old-fashioned melo- 
drama, rather hackneyed in its develop- 
ment. Even tho it is well played, there 
is little to save it, and it certainly is 
not for metropolitan houses. Less dis- 
criminating audiences may find it to 
their liking, particularly those houses 
that cater to double-feature crowds. 

Eleanor Boardman, in the leading 
feminine role, plays with conviction and 
restraint, in spite of the terrific dra- 
matics that she has to uhdergo. Monte 
Blue is nicely cast in the leading male 
role. David Newell, as the heavy; Frank 
Sheridan, as Blue’s father; Arthur Hoyt, 
Ethel Wales and Buddy Ray round out 
a nicely balanced cast. James Tingling’s 
direction is as good as could be expected, 
tho many of the scenes done in minia- 
ture will be clearly discernable to even 
those fans who have the least discrimi- 
nation.

There is nothing particularly origina! 
about this story, based on a novel by 
Rupert Hughes. But the screen play 
and dialog has been so nicely constructed 
by Herman J. Manckiewicz, the direction 
so well handled by Lothar Mendes and 
the individual players so nicely cast in 
their respective roles that the picture 
becomes a first-rate programer. 

William Powell is starred, and as the 
Swaggering, tho likable fourflusher who 
makes his living thru ladies who fall for 
his line of chatter, again gives a perfect 
portrayal to a role that is similar to 
others that he has offered before. Olive 
Tell, in one of the leading roles, still 
retains her beauty and makes the role of 
Mrs. Fendley fairly scintillate with charm 
in spite of its unpleasant aspect. Carole 
Lombard proves that she can be de- 
pended upon and, as the daughter who 
tastes the dregs of dissipation in an 
unrequited love, is excellent. Stunning 
Kay Francis, in a role that demands 
restraint, is up to the standard of the 
other excellent players in the cast. Gil- 
bert Emery also is pleasing as Mr. 
Fendley. 

William Powell is James Darricott, the 
town's most talked of man of the social! 
season. He lives in a small room at an 
exclusive hotel until he meets Mrs. Fend- 
ley, a banker’s wife. Mrs. Fendley falls 
head over heels in love and is soon giv- 
ing him her jewels to sell so that he 
can live in affluence. But the mother 
had not reckoned on her daughter, who 
also falls for the personable and easy- 
living gentleman. Girl tries hard to 
break up the affair between her mother 
and the man, for whom she has fallen 
with something of a thud, but to no 
avail. Gentleman, however, plays the 
two, tho he has become sorely tired of 
the mother and her petty quarrels with 
him. But the daughter has never touched 
the man’s heart. At a social event he 
accidentally meets Norma Page (Miss 
Francis), visiting in the city, who is 
leaving for home next day. He prevails 
upon her to remain over for one day 
and see New York with him in the next 
24 hours, She consents and soon love has 
hit him hard and the girl as well. 

In the meantime the banker has 
learned of the gossip concerning his wife 
and Darricott and also that his daughter 
is more than interested in the ne’er-do- 
well. He has had the jewels returned 
that the wife had sold, and as the wife. 
dressed as Katherine of Russia, awaits 
Darricott, who is to be her Potemkin 
and lead the grand march at a fancy 
dressed ball, the banker visits him in his 
new suite in the hotel. A fight ensucs, 
and the banker throws him from the 
penthouse balcony and returns to the 
ballroom to lead the march in his place, 
while detectives wait to arrest him for 
murder. 

Story is excellently told and holds the 
interest thruout. It is purely for ma- 
ture audiences, with Powell as the usual 
scphistiente that his fans expect.

With a stellar cast, and story and dia- 
log by Frances Marion, this gangster- 
underworld film becomes interesting en- 
tertainment. In spite of its blood-cur- 
dling gun play and inner circle shootings 
of the various hoodlums, Miss Marion 
has not permitted drama to prevail thru- 
out, She has remembered that Wallace 
Beery is the star, and that when it comes 
to getting over a laugh there are few 
on the screen superior to Beery, and 
right in a most dramatic moment Beery 
can be expected to give a line or a bit 
of pantomime that is sure to register 
for a laugh. 

Character of Slaughterhouse Scorpio 
has been written directly for Beery, and 
he plays it to a fare-you-well. In spite 
of all his rascality there is something 
so likable about the portrayal of this 
big roughneck that one almost hates 
to see him come to a bad end—but there 
is no other way out for him in this 
story. For he is cruel, double crossing, 
shrewd and at the same time dumb. 
Lewis Stone, as a shyster attorney who 
manages to get the hoodlums out of 
their various entanglements, brings a 
different characterization to the screen 
than is his wont and comes thru nicely. 
Clark Gable, who has been seen only in 
gangster roles since his entrance on the 
screen, appears in this one as a newspa- 
per man and gives an excellent por- 
trayal. Jean Harlow appears to better 
advantage than she has in recent films, 
while Marjerie Rambeau, grand actress 
that she is, again dominates the few 
scenes in which she appears. Johnny 
Mack Brown, Paul Hurst, Murray Kin- 
nell and John Miljan handle other im- 
portant roles. George Hill has done a 
nice bit of direction, sometimes letting 
silence become more eloquent than dia- 
log. 

If motion picture audiences have not 
tired of gangster films they will like this 
one. Name of Wallace Beery and the 
other stellar players in the supporting 
cast should prove a draw, even tho your 
public should have tired of the under- 
world and its fights with law and order. 

In this one we find Beery as a worker 
in a slaughterhouse brought into a gang 
and later to become the leader of it. 
He kills Johnny Franks, loved by Peaches 
(Marjorie Rambeau), who swears revenge 
for the death of her lover. Beery climbs 
to gang leadership and soon has the 
town terrorized. He has his candidate 
for mayor elected and then fires the 
chief of police. But the chief of police 
is an honest man and organizes six 
leaders of the town, known as the Secret 
Six, to battle the gangsters. A newspa- 
per man has been accepting bribes from 
the gang leader, but these bribes and 
information he has been turning over to 
the Secret Six. Soon the men for law 
and order plan a raid on the gangsters 
and one by one the gangsters are killed, 
Beery in a quarrel killing the lawyer 
who had gotten him out of his jams. 
Beery, trying to escape, finds refuge, he 
believes, in Peaches’ rooms, only to have 
her lock him in a closet and turn him 
over to the police. Picture ends as the 
gangsters stand in their cells waiting 
their call to the-electric chair.

Situations, the dialog has numerous 
laughs, and the direction is excellent 

Loretta Young, Joan Marsh and Joyce 
Compton, three small-town girls, decide 
to move to Chicago to make their homes. 
They live in three different cities, but 
meet en route on an airplane traveling 
from Minneapolis to Chicago. Miss 
Young is a stunriing-looking miss, who 
takes life seriously and is after a good 
job. Miss Marsh, an _ exotic-looking 
blonde, uses her baby ways to vamp her 
way into good graces of men. They think 
she is dumb, but soon she is wise enough 
to own a swell apartment and a ward- 
robe that every woman would envy. Miss 
Compton's role falls by the wayside when 
she falls for a fellow who is in trouble 
with the “bulls.” 

Miss Marsh meets a young architect 
having the next apartment to the one 
the three girls share. He falls for her. 
Thru him she meets a millionaire gang- 
ster (Lew Cody). She is playing the 
architect for a sucker and getting every- 
thing she can from the gangster, tho she 
has never learned what his profession is. 
Miss Young loves the architect, but is 
too fair to her gold-digging friend to let 
him see it. Gangster and the architect 
have a quarrel about the blonde at a 
party, and when the gangster is slain 
later by business rivajs, the architect is 
arrested. In jail he learns the true feel- 
ing of the blonde, and suddenly realizes 
that not only does the other girl love 
him, but that he loves her. When he is 
freed he gives the blonde the ozone in a 
hurry, and rushes to the other girl, who 
was just about to go back to the home- 
town to marry her bank-clerk suitor. 

Story does not sound so hot in 
synopsis, but its detail and continuity 
have been so well carried out that it 
proves interesting thruout. 

Loretta Young, looking more beautiful 
than ever, gives a first-rate portrayal of 
the sober-minded girl. Joan Marsh, a 
newcomer, is immense as the gold-dig- 
ging blonde. John Wayne, as the archi- 
tect, shows a vast improvement since his 
last appearance on the screen. Lew Cody 
can always be counted on for a good 
characterization.

Columbia has turned out some excel- 
lent photoplays in the last few months, 
but in this one, made from the stage 
play of same name by Eva Kay Flint and 
Martha Madison, it has failed to hit 
the mark. Play had quite a successful 
run on Broadway and proved a good 
mystery thriller, with a novel locale. On 
the screen this locale loses its novelty, 
and the interest, for some reason or 
other, seems to lose weight. Fred 
Newmeyer’s direction is fair, but repeti- 
tions in forced comedy in the character 
of the detective, played by Fred Kelsey, 
become boring. 

Jack Holt has the role of the inspector, 
and for the first time in his screen 
career does not seem to feel at home 
in the role. Role allows for iittle in the 
way of characterization. Aileen Pringle 
has the leading feminine role and has 
little to do. Jason Robards is good in 
the juvenile lead. Fred Kelsey, in the 
role of the detective, is prone to over- 
acting, tho it is perhaps not the player 
as much as the role. 

Action of the piece is laid in a sub- 
way train during a run from 14th street 
to 145th street and Lenox avenue and 
back down to 14th street again and 
then to Times Square before the mystery 
is solved. Three people are seated to- 
gether, a husband, a wife and the hus- 
band’s business partner, who is in love 
with the wife. Two Italians, under the 
influence of liquor, get fresh with the 
lady and in the scuffle over the gun her 
husband is shot. Upon the arrival of the 
inspector and a physician it develops 
that the man had been electrocuted be- 
fore the shot hit him and so was dead 
when the scuffle started. But the 
electrocution was caused by an infernal 
device. After much haranguing and 


many misleading bits of evidence to- 
wards other characters, the person least 
suspected is found to be the culprit. He 
had been hired by the husband to rig 
up a device to kill the bus’ness partner 
and lover, but instead the hired man 
hated him and arranged so that he got 
the necessary volts instead of the one 
intended.

At the start Charlie Davis, acting as 
master, of ceremonies, announces that 
the artists will present contrasting types 
in entertainment. To start with, the 
Sanford Martin Girls present a neat jazz 
precision routine, to be followed by Ray. 
Ellis and LaRue in a neat ballroom 
waltz introducing several tricks that re- 
ceived nice applause. 

Rome and Dunn follow with some 
harmony singing that registers heavily. 
Their first number is an odd arrange- 
ment of Peanut Vendor, that incorpo- 
rates several numbers of present popular 
strains They follow with The Song of 
the Fool to excellent returns. 

Davis and his Gang of musicians fol- 
low with several numbers, the first being 
a medley introducing I Surrender as a 


vocal solo. Cornetist follows with a 
comedy bit burlesquing Mighty Lak «a 
Rose. A comedy harmony number with 


the boys giving an impression of a pipe 
organ brings the Davis quota to a finish. 

Shaw and Lee, tho seen at the Palace 
only a week ago, were a genuine knock- 
cut with their fast line of chatter, 
comedy business and dancing.

Ray, Ellis and LaRue bring in their 
triple adagio for the finale with some 
dexterous catches and poses. Sanford- 
Martin Girls offer a waltz toe routine 
in the middle of the show, in which 
the girls work in series of two and threes 
to a good hand.

Roxy, New York 


It is a brilliant stage show at the Roxy 
this week, chameleonic in color, excellent 
in talent and fast in movement. In fact, 
it is one of the most pleasing shows 
from the _ standpoint of production 
offered at this house of fine stage shows 
in the last few weeks. 

First half of the stage show is given 
over to an overture production titled 
Symphony of Spring. First scene, in 
front of a cathedral, introduces the Roxy 
choral aggregation, offering several 
favorites. This is followed by what 
looks like a peach orchard in bloom. 
It is the ballet so attired that they give 
the impression of immense peach trees 
in bloom. With Patricia Bowman and 
Nicholas Daks as the solo dancers they 
offer a beautiful mumber, using sprigs 
of peach blossoms and garlands to nice 
effect. Third scene has the Roxyettes 
emerging as a rainbow offering in one 
of their fast-stepping precision routines. 

Second scene is laid on a battleship 
in a Carribean port, the locale allowing 
for exotic costumes and dances offered 
by the ballet as senoritas and the Roxy- 
ettes as middies. Viola Philo offers a 
vocal solo, Chiquilla, to excellent returns. 
Specialty artists are the Rimacs, two 
men and a girl, offering a series of wild 
South American numbers that register 
nicely; Captain Dohn, juggling immense 
cannonballs and catching them on his 


back, and Paul and Nino Ghezzi, equili- 
brists, who are too weil known to Broad- 
way to need any introduction. They 
practically stopped the show and were 
forced to an encore, offering a black- 
bottom dance done on their hands, be- 
fore they were permitted to retire.

‘Plugs’ Can't 
Convert ‘Dogs’ 


Songs must have “stuff” 
to reach hit class—leaders 
asking advances 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Some 
of the pop. publishers are be- 
ginning to realize that all the 
radio “plugging” in the world is 
incapable of converting poor 
songs into hits. During the last 
six months the biggest leaders in 
town with choice air hook-ups 
have been riding songs continu- 
ously that never reached first 
base. Thinking that these ace leaders 
with their chain “plugs” could inject 
popularity into the ditties the publishers 
stuck to them longer than usual and 
lost plenty of cash as the result. 

In many cases the publishers took the 
songs on the strength of a cut-in by one 
of the leaders. Even the leaders figured 
they had winners and labored under the 
delusion that they were powerful enough 
to force the song on the public As a re- 
sult of these flops, several leaders are 
asking for big advances on any song in 
which they hold an interest and intend 
to “plug,” indicating that even these 
leaders are admitting to themselves that 
they control no Aladdin lamp to wrest 
gold from printed sheets of paper with- 
out any real appeal for the public. 

Just now the smaller publishers who 
pay more attention to songs are the only 
ones making any money. Several big 
publishers whose “plug” tunes have been 
on the big stations from 6 to 10 times 
per night for months haven't had a song 


listed among the three best sellers all 
year. 


Publishers Cut Four Ways 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Poor business 
has started a cutting epidemic among 
the popular music publishers. They are 
cutting staffs, salaries, space and prices. 
Nobody in the business appears to feel 
that his job is secure beyond the next 
pay day. One prominent firm now oc- 
cupying an entire floor is reported to be 
getting ready to move into three small 
rooms, while others are giving up part 
of the space they have been using. 
Salaries have been cut from 10 to 20 
per cent,-and half a dozen staffs have 
been reduced. Cuts in the wholesale 
price of sheet music have been an- 
nounced by some of the big firms. In 
the future they will sell at 15 and 16 
cents to the trade.

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American Songs May Earn 
More If Exploited in Italy 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Additional reve- 
nue May be earned in Italy by American 
songs, provided they are exploited prop- 
crly. Madame Cutti, who represents the 
Italian Authors’ Society in this country, 
recently made this statement. She said 
that she was confident that this royalty 
would be earned if Italian publishers 
were given the right to reprint and pub- 
lish in Italy the American tunes with 
Italian lyrics. 

According to Madame Cutti, there is 
at present a great deal of American 
music played in Italy on which the 
Italian Society collects fees for public 
performing rights, but none of this 
royalty is paid to American copyright 
owners because the publication of the 
numbers had not conformed to the rules 
of the Italian Society. 

Most of the American publishers al- 
ready have contracts with Italian firms 
which do not conform to Madame Cutti’s 
ideas, hence the American publishers 
and writers for the time being are not 
likely to see any of the extra royalties. 
When these contracts expire, however, 
the American publishers in all proba- 
bility will consider the new phase before 
tying up their catalogs in Italy. 


Otto Gray Cowboys 
In Cireus Novelty 


Otto Gray and his Oklahoma Cowboys, 
now on a fortnight’s vacation at the 
Gray ranch in Stillwater, Okla., will 
broadcast thru WLW, Cincinnati, this 
summer at frequent intervals, beginning 
May 11. 

In addition to his regular appearances 
at WLW this summer, Otto Gray will 
present a novel feature under canvas 
thru Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky. Gray 
and his cowboys are due in Cincinnati 
the latter part of this week, when work 
will begin in framing a novelty circus 
routine for the under-canvas tour.

Singers Tire of Radio Bunk 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Radio singers 
are fed up on being used as good things 
by various station directors and are 
seeking fields where promises are more 
likely to materialize. Many talented en- 
tertainers have been giving their services 
gratis for months to stations on the 
promise that they would be placed with 
commercial contracts as soon as same 
became available. These artists have 
been utilized by the stations as sustain- 
ing programs and to fill time in order 
to keep the stations going. Artists now 
complain that when a commercial does 
show up the program director engages 
outside talent, often thru some agency, 
and forgets that the gratis entertainers 
are alive.

Orchestra of 10 pieces has been booked 
to play for the summer seascn at Hem- 
lock Beach, popular resort in Southern 
Michigan.

Marlow has a large following and should 
make the grade, provided he happens to 
get hold of a few good songs. 


Publishers Get Cent Royalty 


NEW YORK, May 2.—When Durium 
Products Corporation recently went into 
receivership the receiver offered the big 
music publishers a flat rate of one cent 
royalty on records with a guarantee of 
250,000 records, with royalty to Be paid 
on date of release. All, with the excep- 
tion of the Joe Morris Music Company, 
rejected the offer. Morris accepted and 
collected $2,500 on When Your Hair Has 
Turned to Silver. Since then songs by 
two of the big firms have been released 
by Durium, indicating that these pub- 
lishers changed their mind about the 
original offer. Others probably will fall 
in line and accept the cent royalty. 


Warner Bros. Still Paying 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Warner Brothers 
still have under contract half a dozen 
songwriters and inactive executives who 
will set them back more than $1,000,000 
during the next 12 months. This is just 
a part of more than $10,000,000 Warners 
expended when they jumped from the 
movie business to the popular song game 
and started out to round up the cream 
of publishers and writers. Songmakers 


under contract include Harry Warren, 
Buddy Green, Sammy Stept, Archie 
Gottler, Al Dubin and Joe Burke.

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EPORTS from Chicago state that the 

repertoire booking agencies and the 

playbrokers who furnish the tent 
theater managers with suitable vehicles 
are complaining of poor business for 
this season of the year. In other words, 
the bookers are sending few people out 
on shows, and the play offices are selling 
few bills. From the first glance this 
sounds kinda bad. 


It would lead one to believe that 
there will be very few tent reps. out 
on the road this season. Possibly so, but 
we have our doubts. To our minds 
there will be just as many shows out 
this season as in the last two years. Of 
course, some of the managers are a bit 
leery. They are approaching this season 
a bit more cautiously. All are a bit 
skeptical as to what the forthcoming 
season holds. For that reason many are 
holding back with their opening, at 
least until the dangers of the early sea- 
son inclement weather are past. That 
accounts for much of the dull business 
among bookers and playwrights. 

Another thing that affects the booking 
business is the fact that there is a great 
deal of unemployment in the field at the 
present time. Show managers this win- 
ter, more than ever, have been besieged 
with letters from performers asking for 
work, even before the manager had be- 
run thinking of the new season. With 
these letters coming in all winter, the 
manager has had little difficulty in se- 
lecting his cast, hence the booker suf- 
fers. Doubtlessly this condition will 
change as the season advances, and the 
unemployment situation becomes less 
acute. 

Playbrokers find themselves in prac- 
tically the same boat. Managers, at 
least the majority of them, are under 
the impression that in order to come 
out ahead this coming season, they must 
start out by chiseling their “nut” to the 
bone. Many of them are laboring under 
the false idea that the chiseling should 
start on the plays. Instead of obtaining 
a repertoire of first class, up-to-date 
bills, and paying the playwright a nomi- 
nal fee for the use of them, they believe 
that they will save a few bucks by lift- 
ing somebody else's plays and retitling 
them, or by digging back into the old 
trunk and resurrecting something that 
they did 20 years ago, and perhaps the 
natives have forgotten. 

Managers who are chiseling on the 
quality of their plays with the hopes of 
saving a few measly dollars, are making 
a sad mistake. You might title them 
and retitle them, but an old play hashed 
over, still remains an old play hashed 
over. The play's the thing today, just 
as it was in Shakespeare’s time. It is 
the thing that draws them into your 
tent. The customers come to see the 
play—not to look at the handsome men 
and pretty women in the company, or

Chatterbox 


ABLOID managers are beginning to 
worry about their plans for the 
summer season, naturally the dull- 

est season for tabdom. Many, who have 
had fair success in houses the past win- 
ter, are planning to continue on thru 
the summer, or just as long as theater- 
goers will brave the hot weather to see a 
show. Several tabloid managers have 
had success on the fairs during the last 
few summers, with the result that a 
number of others are planning to in- 
vade that field this season. 


. * * 


The fair field is a lucrative one for 
tabloid attractions. Altho some shows 
have played them for years, it is com- 
paratively a new out for tabloid man- 
agers, and one that can be developed 
into something really worth while. 
Money is good, and the working is pleas- 
ant for the performers. 


However, managers who are planning 
to take a crack at the fairs for the first 
time this season, might do well to learn 
that a fair audience is just as particular 
about its stage entertainment as is a 
theater audience. Those weak sisters 
who have flopped in their house tours 
would do well to stay off the fair- 
grounds, A poor show smells just as bad 
outdoors as indoors.

Another good field that tabloid man- 
agers are overlooking are the parks. 
Those oldtimers in the business will re- 
member how the park crowds went for 
tabloid attractions not so many years 
ago.

With Ralph Cookie, Dick Land and

Reviewed at Loew’s State. Style—Com- 
edy, singing and dancing. Setting—In 
one and full stage (special). Time-- 
Fifty-three minutes. 


Texas Guinan in burlesque—and bur- 
lesque in vaude. A fit description for 
this anomaly. 

Everything sacrificed for the box of- 
fice, with no consideration taken of what 
the b. ©. may have to sacrifice later on 
because of this act’s appearance and 
content. 

La Guinan is surrounded by 15 girls 
in all stages of the nude, cooch and 
Rumba; Dick Land, Ralph Cookie and a 
Seven-piece orchestra headed by Irving 
Sewitt. Standard bearer announced the 
names of the different girl specialists, 
but most of them could not be clearly 
understood from the loge section. Only 
a couple of the specialties proved good, 
with the standout being Cookie’s ec- 
centric dance. Before this he was 
planted in a box for most of the smutty 
gags along burlesque lines. 

It was unfortunate that this act had 
to appear on the same show as the ex- 
cellent and thoroly clean film Skippy. 
It was unfortunate that this act had to 
appear at all. And it also showed how 
blind a booker can be at times. 

Only one smart bit in the act, but 
also dirty. This is the Walter Winchell 
song and a couple of blackouts built 
around tine columnist. Miss Guinan did 
the singing backed by the band grouped 
around a baby upright on the apron. 

The rest is nudes, cooching, Rumba 
dancing, dirty gags and none-too-forte 
singing by Dick Land, who is most times 
feeding from the audience, and a girl 
whose name sounded like Edna Irish. 
She was allowed to mingle in the audi- 
ence in ‘revealing tights, kissing and 
brushing up against men. This is some- 
thing that if pulled in a burlesque show 
would probably bring on a raid. 

The girls are beautiful, with one show- 
girl type on only for a few poses in 
a beaded G string and brassiere. She wore 
more on her head than on her body. 

Most of the applause came from the 
morons holding the clappers Miss 
Guinan distributed thruout the act. The 
rest were silent, with the kids who had 
laughed at the comedy in the preceding 
three acts especially so. 

For the benefit of vaude, Miss -Guinan 
should stick to night clubs and chumps.

McKay and Ardine 
Assisted by 
St. Claire Twins, Miss Geraldine and 
Bob James 
Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style— 


Comecy flash Setting—In two (spe- 
cial). Time—Fourteen minutes. 

McKay and Ardine’s latest effort is 
fair. Not funny enough to be a strong 
comedy act and not colorful enough to 
be called a good flash. Manages to be 
interesting and that is all. 

George McKay and Ottie Ardine are 
in the opening bit. McKay, as an actor, 
hurries into the railroad depot, where 
he meets Miss Ardine at the informa- 
tion desk. There follows a rapid give- 
and-take in which Miss Ardine messes 
up the names of cities and towns with 
her clever Swede dialect. She then in- 
troduces the supporting cast as “a free 
show given by the railroad.” Specialty 
people do their stuff before the rail- 
read depot drop, which is not appro- 
priate and is distracting. Act would be 
much more effective if it went into 
“full” at this point and provided a 
flashier background for the song-and- 
dance specialties 

St. Claire Twins please with two tap 
and acrobatic numbers. They have ap- 
pearance and ingratiating personalities. 
Miss Geraldine put over a strong con- 
tortion and acrobatic dancing specialty, 
and Bob James did well with his high 
kicking and acrobatic hoofing bit. Mc- 
Kay slips in a song and dance, the act 
winding up with Miss Ardine being 
thrown thru the information booth by 
McKay. P. D. 


NEW ACTS coomuca 


J. Francis Dooley 
Assisted by Mildred Benson and 
Joe Whitfield 


Reviewed at the Franklin. Style— 
Comedy, dancing and singing. Setting— 
In one. Time—Seventeen minutes. 

J. Francis “Dooley’s the name” rates 
a new act notice because he is working 
without his wife and apronmate of many 
seasons, Corinne Sales. Except for that, 
the act is about the same as when re- 
viewed a year and a half ago. There is 
still that avalanche of hoke weaved into 
gab, dances and warbles, with Dooley 
plying the bulk and ably assisted by 
Mildred Benson and Joe Whitfield. 

Trio make the turn mean plenty by 
performances that are blessed with in- 
timacy. They keep clowning naturally 
and easily and afford the impression that 
they are getting a kick out of entertain- 
ing. Material does not matter much, 
altho a few gags are surefire. Act con- 
tains a few shady bits yet, and RKO 
censors will surely wield the blue pencil. 

Dooley is a clever handler of comedy. 
He clowns thruout the act and gets 
laughs all the way. His assisting mixed 
team help him capably in hoke sessions 
and also do hoofing solos. Mildred Ben- 
son has a big comedy assignment and 
packs a wallop in a fast acrobatic dance 
which she does barefooted. Joe Whitfield 
majors in eccentric dancing. 

Treyed here and rang up a big per- 
centage of laughs and applause. Fits 
in intermediates such as the Franklin.

Sam Bernard Il 


Reviewed at the Royal. Style—Com- 
edy, singing and dancing. Setting—In 
two and full stage (specials). Time— 
Fifteen minutes. 

Memory of the renowned Dutch come- 
dian is not faithfully reflected in the 
comedy act headed by the bearer of his 
name. Sam Bernard II and his three- 
people assist employ a vehicle that is 
worthless and headed for the shelf. 
Material is inane and seeks to be funny 
by bordering on suggestiveness. Singing 
and dancing intermingle the weak com- 
edy sessions.’ 

Lacking suitable material, Bernard 
and his support are handicapped in their 
efforts to make a suitable showing. 
Standard bearer shows occasional signs 
towards Dutch comedy, but he is not 
consistently successful at it. He takes 
the part of a roue, with the mixed trio 
feeding. Suggestive part of the routine 
occupies the bulk and earlier portion 
of the act, and means nothing. Finish 
picks up when they do a radio bit of 
getting four stations at once and bring 
in song-dance specialties. 

Male in the assist of Bernard makes 
a handsome and effective straight. He 
gets a solo spot with a well-delivered 
warble of Fools Parade Two girls 
straight for Bernard also, and one is 
on her own for a hoofing solo. She 
coes fast and pleasing hocking. 

They were a letdown in the trey spot 
here and got a mild hand. S. H. 


Muriel Kaye and Company 

Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style— 
Flash. Setting—In one and /ull stage 
(special). 


Muriel Kaye’s new flash has its mo- 
ments, but in general it does not rise 
above the classification of just “another 
flash act.” Act has talent, but the tal- 
ent is not being helped by a colorful 
and appropriate background. The cyc 
is dark, with no embellishment save a 
center-circle opening thru which the 
performers emerge for ¢ach number. 
Further, the facial makeup of the quar- 
tet was bad and detracted from their 
appearance. 

Miss Kaye makes a gooo impression in 
her Rumba, acrobatic and toe numbers, 
the toe item being her best. Two boys, 
Clay Stern and Jack Lenny, give Miss 


Kaye capabJe support in dance bits. 
They also do stepping solos. Lenny’s 
tap specialty went big and was the 
strongest solo in the act. Stern shows 
up well in his dance with Edna Dee and 
in his acrobatic solo. 

Television bits give the act a touch 
of novelty. A prup television set an- 
nounces each number as the stage is 
darkened, and the performers step out 
of the center opening in a silhouet scene. 
This is an effective bit, tho it holds up 
the act a trifle. 

Act should be reroutined and dressed 
up more smartly. Closed an eight-act 
bill here and went over fairly well.

Frosini 
Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style— 
Musical. Setting—In one. Time— 


Twelve minutes. 


When last reviewed Frosini was doing 
an act supported by a four-piece orches- 
tra. He is now doing a single consisting 
of straight accordion playing. Frosini has 
a nice personality, but relies wholly on 
his ability to play good music for re- 
sults. No comedy bits or other devia- 
tions, 

Frosini, in a Spanish costume, works 
in one and under a spot. He opens with 
a Spanish number which is too long. 
He then swings into a medley of pop. 
hits, including Here Comes the Sun and 
When I Take My Sugar to Tea. Music he 
pumps out of the accordion is nothing 
short of excellent and is sufficiently 
varied in tempo to hold consistent in- 
terest. 

For the encore Frosini offers another 
pop. medley, which includes Lover Come 
Back to Me and Tie a Little String 
Around Your Finger. 

Deuced on an eight-act layout and 
went off to an appreciative hand.

Constance Evans 


Reviewed at the Hippodrome, Style— 
Dancing, singing and musical. Setting-- 
in one and two (specials). Time—Ten 
minutes. 

Constance Evans, acrobatic dancer, for- 
merly coskippered an eight-people flash 
with Monty Wolf. She has wisely turned 
to a less expensive and smaller flash, 
getting assist from a male team. Much 
easier to carry along during stress and 
can be more reasonably bought. Besides 
the act has its merits for doing well in 
either the opening or deuce spots of 
most intermediate houses. 

Bulwark of this miniature flash is the 
dancing of Miss Evans. She is strong at 
high kicks, front and back, and also 
lands with acrobatic dancing. Appeal of 
her dancing is strengthened by the fast 
tempo and spirited manner with which 
it is executed. Assisting male team pro- 
vide singing and ivory tickling, with the 
warbler doubling at a bit of legwork. 
Vocal part of the turn is pleasing, but 
needs more punch. Miss Evans sidelines 
at this also. 

Opened the five-act show here. Started 
the bill right and got a good hand.

Style—Aerial and iron jaw. Setting— 
Full stage (special). Time—Sizx minutes. 

More speed and a couple of punchier 
stunts would make the two Balton Sis- 
ters eligible for most any house. They 
have looks above average for this type 
of act and tasteful Costumes. Act is 
excellently mounted. 

Slowness and lack of flash in their 
tricks will bold them back. All of stunts 
are in the resistance category and not 
applause-getters and done on a trapeze 
and rings. Their closer entails one girl 
supporting her partner by the teeth, 
while the latter runs thru routine body 
twists. 

Opened here. J. S. 


Emilie, Romaine and Zion 
Reviewed at the Gates, Brooklyn. Styie 
—Dancing and acrobatic. Setting—in 
one and full stage (special). Time— 
Eight minutes. 


Emilie and Romaine, adagio team, re- 
cently on Loew presentation time, have 
combined with Lyle Zion, formerly with 
Ruloff Elton. The result is an entertain- 
ing and punchy dance turn. All three 
are youthful, have fine appearance and 
work energetically to put over their ac- 
robatic stunts. A silver cyc. affords a 
pleasant background and helps give the 
act some flash. 

Turn opens in “one,” Romaine making 
a short talk and introducing Zion, who 
does a fast acrobatic dance. Going into 
“full,” Emilie and Romaine open with a 
waltz and are joined later by Zion. Waltz 
evolves into an acrobatic dance in which 
the men swing and throw about the girl. 
The men lift, pose, throw and catch the 
girl in conventional adagio fashion. A 
bit of hand-to-hand acrobatics by the 
men relieves the monotony of straight 
trio work. ‘ 

There is a sufficient variety of stunts 
to hold interest evenly thru the short 
running time of the act. Trio work fast, 
allowing no letting down between num- 
bers and winding up with a good mount- 
ing stunt. 

Opened here and won good hand.

Andre De Val 


Reviewed at the Royal. Style—Dancing 
and singing. Setting—Full stage (cyc.). 
Time—Eleven minutes. 

No way of picking out Andre De Val 
from among the cast of this six-people 
flash. Thus the billing means nothing. 
He is probably the main catcher of the 
adagio quartet. This adagio work is the 
mainstay of the routine and is of such 
strength as to alone make the act effec- 
tive for the intermediates. Makeup of 
the turn also gets in Latin-type ballroom 
dancing and a warbling solo. 

Better production is needed to build 
up the effectiveness of the performers. 
It appears that time and money was 
scarce when the producer got the act 
together. Use one set, an attractive cyc., 
and costuming has a sameness. Smart 
and original staging and routining would 
go a long way in giving the act a firmer 
footing. 

The adagio quartet perform exception- 
ally well, with the three understanders 
daringly throwing and catching the girl 
fler. They employ several stunts that 
are different. Two males from the quar- 
tet double into the opening of the act 
to do graceful ballroom stepping with 
another girl. The two dance sessions are 
broken up by a tenor warble of Song o/ 
Songs. 

Next-to-closed the five-act bill here 
and fared big. s. 


Orren and Monte 


Reviewed at the Royal. Style—Comedy 
and acrobatics. Setting—In one. Time— 
Ten minutes. 


A takeoff on the act that John Orren 
did with Max Cooper. Harry Monte is 
his new partner in the comedy routine 
made up of mimicry and burlesqued 
acrobatics. Duo work well and get many 
laughs, but their playing field is limited 
to intermediate houses that will take to 
such comedy as the slovenly slapstick 
provided in their burlesqued acrobatics. 

The heavier-set individual shows up as 
an able comedian besides being a clever 
mimic. On alone during the early part 
of the act, which is the strongest, and 
offers imitations of animals and instru- 
ments. Followup of this is his «work 
with his diminutive partner. Their 
hand-to-hand hoke, good for laughs in 
such houses as this, was once popular, 
but now waning. They could brush this 
hoke up to mean more by getting in 
some originality and not have to fall 
on each other or resort to the old stunt 
of falling pants and visible shirt tails. 

They went big here in the deuce spot

Equity President Wins Medal 

The Commercial Peace Medal, which is 
awarded annually by the American Arbi- 
tration Association for outstanding serv- 
ice in the cause of peace, was presented 
by Frank Gillmore, president of the 
Actors’ Equity Association, at a dinner 
of the Arbitration Association at the 
Hotel Astor, New York, Tuesday evening, 
April 28. 

Presentation was made by David Be- 
lasco, who testified that in his relations 
with Gillmore he had found the latter 
“as fair to the producer, the manager 
and the dramatist as he is to the actor,” 
and further declared that the present 
theater was “blessed in having a man 
of his integrity to guard our interests.” 

But Gillmore, in accepting the medal, 
made it plain that he did so as the 
representative of his organization. “The 
great honor you have conferred upon 
me,” he said, “does not really belong to 
me. It is given me solely because I 
happen to be the representative of a 
group which does deserve that honor. 
No policy, however admirable, could be 
credited to any particular officer, since 
he would be impotent without the sup- 
port of his organization. If this medal 
were to be divided among all those who 
have helped to earn it each one’s portion 
would be a grain... .” 

“To regard me as a man of peace is 
more than I deserve,” continued Gill- 
more. “I would like to be one, indeed 
I might have been one under other 
circumstances, but the truth is I have 
been a leader of every rebellion in the 
theater for the last 20 years. . 

“As far as I can recall, Equity was 
the first labor union to put into a 
contract an arbitration clause. The 
original committee, of which I hap- 
pened to be a member and which also 
included Paul N. Turner, our counsel, 
was primarily responsible for this inno- 
vation. Indeed, I believe the idea was 
an emanation of Turner’s fertile 
aa 

“Tl admit that sometimes this doc- 
trine of ours has been irksome, but 
we who hold the stethoscope to the 
heart of the theater know that it has 
proved to be our salvation. It has 
checked any tendency to autocratic rule, 
it has won to our side those whose in- 
terests would seem to line them up with 
our opponents; it has brought us, we 
hope, a modicum of respect. It has 
reflected, we believe, credit on the thea- 
ter as an institution, and that was one 
of our ambitions. What are a few ad- 
verse decisions, generally deserved, com- 
pared to a satisfaction like that... .” 

Gillmore then paid a tribute to the 
American Arbitration Association and 
its work, saying: “My deep respect goes 
out to it for the unfailing courtesy and 
high ideals of its officers, for the in- 
tegrity and impartiality of its members. 
I cannot speak too highly of them. To 
my mind the American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation is a distinct landmark in the 
history of our civilization and in the 


near future I expect the rules of this 
association to be legally indorsed by 
every State in the Union. 

“In conclusion, I wish to thank you 
all deeply and sincerely for the great 
honor you have conferred upon Equity. 
I hope that we may never give you 
cause to regret it.” 

About 500 persons attended the din- 
ner, which marked the anniversary of 
the founding of the American Arbitra- 
tion Association. George Jessel acted 
as toastmaster, and a number of promi- 
nent players contributed their talents 
to the entertainment. 

Among those who had previously re- 
ceived this medal were Charles M. 
Schwab, Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd, 
former Ambassador Harry F. Guggen- 
heim and Frederick Brown. 


Governor Signed Our Bill 

Two weeks after the Senate of New 
York’s Legislature had passed the Buck- 
ley-Post Bill, exempting actors, musi- 
cians, stagehands and spectators from 
summary arrest when their plays are 
raided because of a challenge of their 
morality, Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
signed the bill. 

In a memorandum released at the 
time of the signature Governor Roosevelt 
announced that he was convinced of the 
essential justice of Equity’s plea that 
not all the actors in a cast should be 
held responsible for what some of them 
might do, and he was satisfied that 
actual offenders could be prosecuted 
under other sections of the law, which 
were quoted. 

But do not imagine that Equity «cn 
a hollow victory to ‘end its three-year 
campaign for the modification of the 
Wales Act. Tho the opposition was 
largely confined to underground activ- 
ities, it was strong and it put up a 
strenuous contest. It required all of 
the influence Equity could muster in 
political, labor, religious and business 
circles to achieve the goal toward which 
it had been working, and the issue was 
in doubt almost to the moment when 
the governor put his pen to the paper. 

To all its friends who worked with it, 
and especially to the representatives of 
Equity’s labor allies (of whom the stage- 
hands’ and musicians’ unions were par- 
ticularly active) Equity expresses its 
most profound appreciation and sincere 
thanks. 

The shadow of the patrol wagon, which 
has darkened the Broadway horizon for 
four years, has been erased—Equity 
hopes forever. 


Deputies Get Results 

Raoul De Tisne, deputy of the Ameri- 
ca’s Sweetheart Company, and Reed 
Brown, deputy of The House Beautiful 
Company, were the first deputies of 
productions playing Broadway to bring 
their companies into 100 per cent good 
standing to November 1, 1931. 

It is the second time that De Tisne 
has won this honor. Last year as 
deputy of the Sons o’ Guns Company he 
was also first under the wire. 

Equity congratulates both deputies for 
their excellent work, as well .as the 
members of the companies who co- 
operated with them in establishing this 
record.

It seems necessary to remind all 
Equity members semiannually that dues 
become due on the first of each May 
and November, and that any member 
who is not paid up for the next six 
months on those dates is in bad 
standing automatically. 

It is true that the association does 
not enforce certain penalties against 
delinquents for another 30 days. But 
that is not because they are not in good 
standing, but in spite of it. 

Do not try to tell any Equity deputy 
or representative that you have 30 


days in which to pay your dues. They 
are payable and ought to be paid on 
the first.

Recently some of our members com- 
plained that they had been paid less 
than the minimum salary required on 
the Chorus Equity contract- -that is $20 
in New York and $35 on the road. We 
took this matter up with the manage- 
ment and instructed the members who 
had complained to let us know whether 
they received the money on a certain 
date, as the company was on the road 
and the balance due these members was 
to be paid directly to them. 

We have heard nothing from these 
members. If you want your organiza- 
tion to help you you must co-operate 
with us. Certainly since the complaints 
you make mean money to you, not the 
association. We are not asking too much 
in asking that you notify us. 

Recently we had a long letter of com- 
plaint from a member because an 
agreement entered into by the chorus of 
a production and the manager of that 
production had not been lived up to by 
the manager. 

This is the first notification that the 
Chorus Equity had had that such an 
agreement had been made, altho it had 
been in existence for four months. 
Members are warned that they must make 
no agreement which inany way changes 
the Chorus Equity contract without first 
consulting their organization. If we are 
to protect you we must be in the posi- 
tion of writing the agreements that we 
are to enforce. 

Most of the complaints placed with us 
are the result of the members making 
arrangements themselves, and consulting 
their association when it is too late to 
do anything about agreements signed. 

Don’t forget the annual meeting of 
the members of the Chorus Equity Asso- 
ciation, which is to be held at the head- 
quarters of the association, 110 West

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Carnivals and “Taking Money 
Out of Town”—a Challenge 


HE EMINENT News-Tribune of Du- 

luth doesn’t like carnivals. This fail- 

ing is not uncommon among daily 
newspapers, the majority of which prefer to 
shower their praise upon the more puerile, 
but far more profitable, movies. 


We do not dispute the right of any news- 
paper to take whatever stand it honestly 
deems for the utmost good of the majority. 
That, to our way of thinking, is the first 
duty of the press. We do insist, however, 
that attacks upon outdoor show interests be 
logical. Otherwise they are ridiculous. 


In the Duluth case The News-Tribune 
grows jubilant in its issue of April 21 be- 
cause the Advertising Club of the enter- 
prising village (as it terms it) of Hibbing, 
Minn., has gone on record as opposing the 
issuing of permits and licenses to traveling 
carnival companies. The editorial, “No Car- 
nivals for Hibbing,” reads: 


In opposing the issuing of permits 
and licenses to traveling carnival 
companies to appear in Hibbing, the 

: Advertising Club of that enterprising 
village has taken a stand that should 
have the support of the people and 
the village authorities. 

Carnivals and street shows, pro- 
noted by people from the outside, are 
of questionable value to any town or 
city. They take money out of the 
community and give little in return. 
In fact, some of their money-making 
schemes do not give the spender any 
chance to realize on his investment. 


Communities are better off with- 
out itinerant street carnivals that are 
here today and gone tomorrow. A 
much better plan for entertaining the 
public with good carnival features is 
to establish a civic amusement center 


such as that contemplated at Fair- 
mount Park in Duluth. 


This could consist of a variety of 
entertainment features and riding de- 
vices, popular with grownups and 
children, operated at low cost. The 
money spent there would stay in the 
community. Such an amusement 
park would help to entertain tourists 
and visitors and they would help sup- 
port it. 


The Hibbing Advertising Club has 
set a good example in discouraging 
traveling carnivals and street shows. 
They have no place in wholesome 
community life. 


To any open-minded persons the argu- 
ments presented are weak. They fairly 
screech with bias and prejudice. They show 
a woeful lack of depth. They are unreason- 
able, unfounded and petty. 


Note, please, that the newspaper highly 
commends the action and then proceeds to 
give some amazing reasons for its stand. 
The first sentence of the second paragraph 
is typical of the keen logic often displayed 
in editorial attacks on carnivals. In this 
sentence the good editor of The News- 
Tribune objects to the fact that people from 
without Duluth (or is it Hibbing?) promote 
such carnivals. That, we take it, is what 
makes them objectionable. 


In the same paragraph comes that good 
old standby of the anti-carnivalists. “They 
take money out of the community.” Well, 
what about the movie theaters in Duluth? 
Who controls them? Where does the money 
go? Carnivals at least bring a goodly num- 
ber of people into the city, who must eat, 
sleep, ride and fll their other wants thru 
the local merchants and other business in- 
terests. Do the movie films? We ask these 
questions only because they obviously have 
not been considered by the writer on The 
News-Tribune. We'd like the answers to 
them. 


Further on comes the laugh. After de- 
nouncing carnivals and what they carry, the 
writer recommends that “A much better 
plan for entertaining the public with good 
carnival features is to establish a civic 
amusement center, such as that contem- 
plated at Fairmount Park in Duluth.” He 
goes on to explain that this center would 
consist of entertainment features and riding 
devices popular with grownups and chil- 
dren. 


In other words, when it comes down to 
the final analysis, The News-Tribune is not 
haranguing against carnivals, except for the 
fact that they have the misfortune to be 
operated by other than Duluth (or is it Hib- 
bing?) interests. Whether the editor 
realizes it or not, the fact remains than any 
good carnival is nothing more nor less than 
“a variety of entertainment features and 
riding devices popular with grownups and 
children and operated at a low cost.” In- 
deed, it is this very setup with its wide ap- 
peal to the masses that gives the carnival 
its existence. 


The writer of the editorial printed above 
obviously is misinformed. His principal 
complaint, the fact that carnivals take 
money out of town, is childish. What busi- 
ness doesn’t to some extent? He fails to 
consider, however, that a very good per- 
centage of the carnival gross is put back 
into circulation within the city. Can the 
same he said of the movies? 


It follows, then, if civic operated carni- 
vals and amusement parks are the answer 


to the problem, why not municipally run 
picture theaters, and garages and grocery 
stores, etc. ? 


The argument based on moral grounds 
is even weaker. We only suggest that The 
News-Tribune analyze the motion picture 
fare that reaches the screens in its fair city. 
It might also study the sensational and sexy 
advertising copy that serves to lure the 
youth of Duluth to the box offices. 


The carnival of today will stand com- 
parison with any other form of amusement. 
We ask The News-Tribune to examine both 
sides of the case and prove otherwise. 


Roxy-RKO Tieup Means Dawn of 
Real New Era for Vaudeville 


OXY will have an important part in the 
R shaping of RKO’s vaudeville future. 
Don’t let them tell you different. Altho 
we concede there would not have been the 
remotest chance of Roxy and RKO getting 
together were it not for the Radio City 
project, it will not be as the so-called Mayor 
of Radio City that this master showman 
will carve a niche for himself in the circuit’s 
history. 

It will be many months, perhaps, before 
Roxy’s influence will be felt in the Palace 
Theater Building, but the stage is set for 
the Napoleon of modernized theater opera- 
tion. Roxy knows the back and front and 
all angles. RKO will not permit a man of 
this caliber to be restricted by eight square 
city blocks in his activity. The shots that 
Roxy will fire in his much-discussed amuse- 
ment city will be heard around the circuit. 
And outside of it, too. 


If ever RKO has approached a new era 
itis now. And a far brighter one will it be 
for vaudeville than at any time since the 
brilliance of B. F. Keith's star began to 
dwindle. Roxy has joined an organization 
that sorely needed a real vaudeville show- 
man. Joseph Plunkett used to be a great 
protagonist of “flesh” shows; now he thinks, 
dreams and plans pictures. Charles J. Free- 
man is the most aggressive factor RKO has 
had at the head of its Sixth Floor since its 
invasion by big textile and leather men. But 
Freeman cannot be at loggerheads with the 
picture-minded officials at any and all times. 
Peace in any household implies some degree 
of conciliation. The remainder of RKO’s 
officials are swell business men, but by no 
means vaudeville showmen. Roxy enters 
the picture with an international reputation 
and already commands respect for his opin- 
ions. In the very near future Roxy will do 
lots of suggesting. The kind of suggesting 
that will be accepted as gospel. 


With all the talk that has been going on 
about the revolutionary changes taking 
place in the character of RKO stage shows 
they are little improved today over what 
they were some seasons ago. Individual 
acts might be better on the whole, but the 
shows are still wrapped, as James H. Tur- 
ner is wont to say, in the same packages. 
Roxy’s very subtle influence will change all 
that. His Radio City shows will be the 
model for the remainder of the circuit. 
Economies will be instituted which will not 
drain the pockets of performers. Money 
will be spent where it should long ago have 
been spent: in the dressing up of shows. 


Vaudeville has long awaited the coming 
of a Moses to lead it out of the wilderness. 
It appears as if Roxy is the man chosen by 
fate to play this part.

We have read with much interest the 
plaint of J. Farrell Browne, of Chicago, 
in your issue of April 4 re the lack of 
artists today in vaudeville. 

There is only one answer, and that is 
for the reason that the theater of today 
has fallen into alien hands. When we 
say theater, we mean all types of “hall 
shows.” The average manager knows 
nothing of the fundamentals of that 
which goes to make a good performer, 
artist, player, actor or whatever you wish 
to call those male and female persons 
who act out upon the platform. 

There is only one school for the real 
showmen like those of happy and re- 
spected memory mentioned by Mr. 
Browne—E. F. Albee, Tony Pastor, Percy 
Williams and George Considine. The 
first three I am proud to say that I had 
the honor of having worked for and knew 
them personally. 

This school of experience applies also 
to the actor and performer. George 
Pierce Baker, head of the dramatic de- 
partment of Yale University, is a clever 
and an able gentleman. The youngsters 
who come from under his tutelage learn 
a great deal of valuable technical theory. 
But when the big majority of them de- 
cide to become professionals, they have 
to start all over to where the ordinary 
individual has to make his beginning. 
Very few ever step into responsible parts 
fresh from the college. 

You cannot standardize art. A dancing 
school can turn out a flock of students 
who know how “to do steps.” But the 
artist developes his or her art separate 
and apart thru years of diligent work. 
Comedians, character actors, tragedians, 
club jugglers, monologists, character 
singers, acrobats, leading men and 
women, no matter what or who, only 
reach the point above mediocre by 
reaching that goal thru experience, art- 
istry, study, physical labor, trials and 
disappointments, using up the best years 
of their earthly existence. 

What does the average exotic beoker 
and theater manager of the same ilk of 
today know about “apprenticeship” in 
respect to reaching a point of excellence 
as a public entertainer? Could they ap- 
preciate the artistry of the lamented Will 
Cressy? Could they possibly see any- 
thing artistic in the way Tom Nawn used 
to slip off his brogans? Could they dis- 
cern and describe anything quaint, elu- 
sive, intriguing and unctious in George 
Evans’ characteristic delivery? As for 
“MacInheath and Tyre,” all the so-called 
black-face funsters could not bring them 
a pail of water to “wash up.” 

Today motion picture studios have 
“schools” to train young actors for sound 
pictures along standardized lines. Note 
the monotonous “standard type” of an- 
nouncers’ voices heard over the radio. 
Devoid of all personality. “Variety” in 
its true sense is an unknown quantity in 
vaudeville. All acts are of a certain 
standard and type. Managers, bookers 
and a large number of those engaged as 
performers belong to that alien class 
Separate and apart from a prepon- 
derating per cent of the great American 
public in culture, point of view and 
ethics, Yet this small minority controls 
the type of entertainment which is of- 
fered in our theaters (those that are left 
open) so that all competition in artistry, 
experience and taste and expression is so 
nullified that the theater has become a 
place to book anything that might bring 
in the money. The more morbid and 
debasing, the more morons it attracts, 
just so 1t sells, it doesn’t have to be 
legitimate entertainment. 

Until these conditions are changed we 
will not have any more entertainers like 
John Kernell, George Wilson, Frank 
Bush, Al G. Field, the Four Mortons, the 
Cohan Family, Waterbury Brothers, and 
Tenney, Morton and Revelle, etc.

Memory Oft Goes Wrong

When circus troupers ate in a reminis- 
cent vein their dope and bits of history 
make entertaining reading, often regard- 
less of whether it squares with the facts 
or not. But when circus history is finally 
written—if it ever is—it will have to 
depend upon accuracy to sustain its 
claims to such a distinction first, regard- 
less of whether it is entertaining other- 
wise. This discouraging prospect for the 
circus historian is impressed upon me 
after reading Joe (Dad) Barnum’s in- 
teresting letter in a recent issue, in 
which he invites readers back to the 
good old ‘60s and "70s, when James A. 
Bailey was just a lot hunter for P. T.

this publication. 
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Barnum. But as Bailey was not asso- 
ciated with Barnum until 1881 he 
couldn’t have fulfilled such duties for 
him, altho he might have performed 
them for Agnes Lake’s Circus. 

In that same issue Charles Bernard 
relates in Jumbo—the Cclossus the ori- 
gin of the word since so generally used 
for commercial purposes. But when he 
states that with Jumbo there was fea- 
tured “Bridgeport,” the first one born in 
the United States, he errs, as the first 
elephant born in this country wasn’t 
named “Bridgeport,” but was born in 
— and named “Young Colum- 

a.” 

And Barnum, Bailey & Hutchinson's 
Circus advertised that season and the 
next season “only two baby elephants 
born in captivity.” 

He is nO more accurate when he states 
that Jumbo’s skin was stuffed and placed 
on exhibition in the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, which happens to be in Wash- 
ington, D. C. The fact is that Jumbo’s 
skin reposes in the museum of Tufts 
College, which is in Cambridge, Mass. 
But as he may have an alibi in this 
inaccuracy, having received the assist- 
ance of a former trouper named Fuller- 
ton, now living in that State, he may be 
partially excused for a permissible error. 

It was Mr. Pullerton who imparted to 
me not so long ago the gratuitous advice 
that when writing show history a would- 
be historian should state facts and give 
readers first-hand stuff. 

In a recent issue, too, a former press 
agent in nominating another contributor 
to these columns for the job of circus 
historian stated there were an army of 
them, or something like that. And while 
it may not take an army of circus his- 
torians to assist the one who finally 
writes the circus history-—it would ap- 
pear from what has been published to 
date that the services of a good part of 
the army would be necessary if the his- 
tory is to boast of anything approaching 
accuracy. HARRY W. COLE.

Checking Up on Leapers 
Editor The Billboard: 

I thought until right lately that [ 
was one of the best posted men in the 
country on circuses, circus performers 
and circus life in general, but I will have 
to admit I don’t know anything about 
leaping, altho I have put in lots of time 
practicing it and saw all the great leap- 
ers in their day, including Billy Batche- 
lor, Frank Gardner, Billy Dutton, Bob 
Stickney, Johnny Rixford and scores of 
others. 

I commenced going to circuses when I 
was small, along back in 1879 and ‘89 
and followed right up to the present day. 
While I saw about all the leapers, I 
never saw any during that time going 
over 18 elephants, 22 elephants or 20 
elephants, 16 horses and 2 camels like we 
recently read of in The Forum column. 

I think these writers got their wires 
crossed or were misinformed, or did not 
stop to think. But we will take the 
case of long leaping over 20 elephants, 
16 horses and 2 camels and getting the 
Richard K. Fox belt. He ought to have 
got two for a leap like that. From the 
springboard to the mattress, going over 
these, he would make, at the least calcu- 
lation, over 100 feet and then only have 
time to turn a double somersault and 
a twister. 

Bob Stickney was about right when he 
said he did not believe there ever would 
be a man that could turn a triple going 
over animals from a springboard, as the 
gravity amd short space did not have 
time and control of body to do it. But 
if a man could make a leap like that of 
100 feet he would have time to right 
himself momentarily and still turn four 
or five. 

As well as I remember, there were few, 
and very few, of the scores of leapers 
that ever turned over five big bulls 
standing side by side. 

Of course, I have seen more than this, 
but they butted heads together, and in 
going over two elephants you were in 
reality going over only one, and ten that 
way meant only five. Another thing, 
how would a springboard throw one man 
100 feet and another, hitting it just as 
hard and just as square, only go 20 or 
25 feet? The tents then were not more 
than half what they are now, so that 
spring-board run, animals and mattress 
would more than reach across both sides 
of the hippodrome track and ring and 
then have to use part of the seats to 
land. 

Everybody is clamoring for the return 
of the leapers, but if people are looking 
for this kind of acts there is certainly 
going to be a lot of disappointments, 
even tho the modern leaper will be bet- 
ter than the oldtimer. You are not going 
to see anything like this 80 to 100 feet 
stuff. I would like to hear from some 


families as the Lowandes, Nelsons, Stirk, 
Gorman, Mellville and others could 
throw some light on this. 

Figure it for yourself, just what dis- 
tance it takes for 20 elephants, 16 horses 
and 2 camels, standing side by side. 
Consider the size of the tents in those 
days. Consider the velocity at which a 
man's body would have to move leaving 
that springboard to travel that 100 feet 
or better and the elasticity of the spring- 
board. Why would it throw one man 
100 feet or better and another, hitting 
it just as hard and just as square, only 
go 20 or 25 feet? 

We cannot ask the leapers these claims 
are made for because they are dead, but 
we can find what was a good leap and 
use a little figuring, and by watching 
the leapers that come back, find that 
somebody is mistaken about this long- 
distance leaping. I note Walter L. Main 
is still writing. Wonder what he says? 
I saw his show when he had some real 
Stars. B. L. HILL.

Again the Leapers 
Editor The Billboard: 

Will you allow me space in your 
leapers’ controversy to add my recollec- 
tions of this feature? It generally 
opened the big show program as the run- 
way could be set between shows and the 
leaping generally followed the six or 
eight horse entry. My data is not as 
far back as Victor Lee’s, but his state- 
ment concerns much my belief and 
recollections. 

First, the 40-foot dirt ring bank. Most 
leaps were set up to one side of the 
dressing room entrance. The leapers 
used but a segment of the ring and 
landed (after four to eight horses or 
their equivilant were placed) on a straw 
tick on the outside of the ring bank. 
Now let's get to the mathematical end 
of the deal. An elephant measures in 
girth from 16 to 20 feet and its diam- 
eter is equal to (roughly speaking) six 
to eight feet. Multiplying by 22 gives 
the enormous distance of 132 to 154 feet, 
which is entirely beyond reason. 

My first circus (Holland & McMahon, 
1889-'90) had a three-pole top, a 90 with 
two 40-foot m. p. 

Following was* the lineup: John 
Quigly, double somersault leaper, eight 
horses and three men, pyramid finish; 
Billy Bennet, same leap; Billy Batchelor, 
same leap and distance. Not quite so 
sure at this date as to landing (1889- 
1890); Aleds Seibert, long single leap in 
clown makeup; John Stowe, who got to 
the leaping board but never leaped; Alf 
Dorian, very good in short leaps (sin- 
gles}; Charles Orville and Charles Mc- 
Mahon, okeh on banners and One or two 
horses. 

This show carried no elephants, but 
used eight horses and a few banners, 
and an eight-herse leap carried the 
leaper down in front of the reserved 
ceats, past the 40-foot ring. 

Just two more leapers who have not 
been mentioned, both good for two out 
of three doubles (attempted): Hughie 
Deugherty, still doing therm in 1907 with 
Howe’s London, and Albert Howe, doing 
swell long doubles in the winter circus 
at Havana; Lee, with Billy Bennet as late 
as 1897; Joe Bell could do a double, and 
some of his singles, 40 to 60 feet, I esti- 
mate was the low and high limits at- 
tained by the best of them.

Since 
road shows are no more I have attended 
Many amateur shows given in my home 
city, but I find that the amateurs have 
been smitten with this ultra-modern 
idea of trying to act out plays that are 
not fitted in any way for them. This 
results in poor entertainment and a 
sour audience. Mr. Locke's idea of 
“looking back” by showmen and finding 
out what the American public has 
warned in the past is worth thinking of. 

I like good drama. For 30 years I have 


been a constant theater patron and I 
long to see it come back to its own. But 
it needs a good deal of purging, if I 
know anything of the average American.

HE circus world recently lost a great 
and well-liked showman in George 


C. Moyer. A general agent of the 
first rank, he had a wide circle of friends 
in the profession who deeply regretted 
his passing, But few if any persons 
were more familiar with his business 
activities than Fletcher Smith, of Downie 
Bros.’ Circus. Smith gives us a few in- 
teresting high lights of the career of the 
late agent. He says: “Altho he had not 
been in active service owing to an af- 
fliction which confined him to a wheel 
chair for many years, George Moyer was 
never forgotten by those With whom 
he had been formerly employed or asso- 
ciated. As a lad of 19 he started in cir- 
cus business, as a billposter with the 
Andrew Downie McPhee Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin Company, opening at Medina, N. 
Y., and before the end of that season 
Downie, recognizing his capabilities, made 
him agent of the show. He was next 
with Ed Knupp, of the Martin Downs 
Cole Bros.’ Circus, and worked as con- 
tractor and special agent. He was then 
engaged by Ernest Haag and was general 
agent of the Mighty Haag Railroad Cir- 
cus, the only season it was on rails. It 
was while the circus was in Eastern Can- 
ada that it had opposition with Howe's 
London Circus, of which Jerry Mugivan 
was owner. Moyer gave him such stiff 
opposition. that it led Jerry to remark: 
‘If that boy can do to me with what lim- 
ited resources he has to work with, what 
would he do if he could work with all 
the money and paper that he needed to 
fight opposition!’ The result was that 
he hired Moyer and from that time on, 
he was his general agent and to give 
him all the credit that is due, was one of 
the hardest working general agents in 
the business at that time and perhaps 
since. When other agents were asleep 
he was riding trains inspecting territory 
or visiting the advance and planning 
campaigns.

It is just a 
couple of years old, so let’s be patient 
and help it all we can—if some of us 
pull down hill and the rest up it’s going 
to take that much longer to get RAA on 
good foundation. What I want to bring 
before the contestants is, why not the 
RAA charge each contestant a $10 
‘license’ each year for hands taking part 
in any rodeo, and take the money and 
start a hospital fund for cowboys and 


. contestants being injured while perform- 


ing at a rodeo? By this I mean person 
must be injured when riding, roping, 
races, or anything helping to entertain 
audience. RAA could appoint a hospital 
committee, which could see that every 
person injured would get care and neces- 
sities. There could be a limit on amount 
that each perscn could receive from hos- 
pital fund—injured person could not 
draw cash money, but the committee 
look into the case, and not have some 
doctor or hospital charging enormous 
fees for services. Say that the limit 
would be $150 for any one case, and after 
hospital bill was over $150 patient would 
himself pay the balance. This way hos- 
pital fund would always have some 
money and not be running out of funds. 
But there would have to be some sy8tem 
about paying hospital bills, and the 
person would have to be laid up for

injuries. All bills payable only to doctor 
or hospital, and under no condition 
could committee draw or pay from hos- 
pital funds for any other reason than 
hospital or doctor bills. Automobiles, 
busses or other means of getting to doc- 
tor or hospital by no means be paid 
from funds or charged to hospital com- 
mittee. RAA could appoint a hospital 
director in each locality to look after 
cases—one in North, one on Coast and 
one in South, and each sign and see that 
bills from doctors and hospitals are not 
overcharging for services. Another thing 
that would help hospital funds would 
be ‘fines’. It seems like there is a lot 
of trouble at some rodeos after decision 
is given in bucking contests with judges 
and officials. Now I know there are a 
lot of Judges who are trying to do right 
thing and conscientious when giving de- 
cisions. On the last day of a show, a 
contestant, no fool, knows that he can 
go out and abuse judges for not giving 
awards to him, but if each contestant 
was made to carry a ‘license’, judge could 
suspend said contestant for ‘rowdyism’ 
for a period of time, or have to pay a 
fine or not take part in any following 
rodeo that is a RAA member. It would 
stop a lot of jangling. A jockey who 
abuses a starter or track judge is always 
set down for a period of time, or else 
pays a fine—makes everything go along 
peaceably at a race meet—why not the 
same at the rodeos? If said fines are 
made against contestants, they would 
aid a very good cause and help a hospital 
fund, which I don't believe any good 
sport would kick against. Now, cow- 
boys, let’s hear from a lot of you on this 
item. Get ‘t in print in our ‘column’ 
in The Billboard. Don't go out around 
the barn and corral and start blowing 
off a lot of good steam and scaring the 
saddle horses, but sit down, get a sheet 
of paper (wrapping paper or auy old 
thing that you can write on), put it in 
an envelope, address it to Rowdy Waddy, 
in care of The Billboard, paste a two- 
cent stamp on it and kiss it good-by to 
Cincinuati, and I am sure we will all 
take time to read it when it is in print.”

Bill for State Aid 
For South Florida 


TAMPA, Fla., May 2.—Cash premiums 
for next year’s South Florida Fair may 
be increased considerably as the result 
of a bill introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Whitaker to appropriate $25,000 
for premiums at the 1932 fair. 

The fair, recognized as the State fair 
for all of Florida, has never received 
State aid.

Its premium list 
for the February fair approximated #45,- 
000, of which more than $35,000 was 
actually awarded. 

The fair is operated by a non-profit 
corporation, with leading Tampa busi- 
ness men as directors, serving without 
any remuneration. 


Horse Racing Out

Bid of Chambliss and Gay 
for property confirmed— 
new corporation is formed 


ROCKY MOUNT, N. C., May 
2.—Norman Y. Chambliss, who 
for years has been connected with 
Rocky Mount Fair and closely 
identified with civic affairs, was 
interviewed yesterday regarding 
continuance of the fair this year, 
and had this to say: “Positively, 
R. R. Gay and I will operate the 
fair and the date will be either the 
week of October 5 or 19. What else do 
you want to know?” 

“What will be the policy of the com- 
pany this year as to attractions?” 
Chambliss was asked. 

“Well,” he said, “I am a believer in 
plenty of good attractions. If we have 
races we will have only runners. A new 
corporation has been perfected, known 
as the Twin County Fair Association.

I am going to operate it possibly on a 
basis that some agencies might not be 
interested. If not, all well and good. I 
shall make further announcement later, 
just as soon as we can get our dates 
right.” 

Chambliss was enthusiastic about the 
prospects for the year, and the public 
generally seems to be pleased that he and 
Gay will be the sole promoters. Further 
commenting, Chambliss said: “For 10 
years I have had to listen to advice of 
over 100 stockholders. While I do not 
know much myself, those who have tried 
to direct me in the past knew about as 
much relative to operating a fair as my 
six-year-old boy. I know what the car- 
nival man has been up against—he has 
been paying too much money for fairs, 
but whose fault is it? Put it down as 
coming from me, I want clean attrac- 
tions or none at all, and that is what I 
am going to get. You bet that Gay will 
stand right with me in this decision. My 
observation has been that a fair can be 
burned up quickly by an off-color car- 
nival. I am a friend of the carnival 
man who stands for a clean midway. For 
one secretary, I believe in bocking a fair 
on a percentage basis. The carniva] man 
is entitled to some consideration. I can 
see his viewpoint.”

Fair of Illinois Is Defeated 


Measure sponsored by Homer J. Tice, president of ad- 
visory board, loses by 5 votes—heated arguments before 
action is taken—charges for grand-stand show to continue 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 2.—The administration measure 
opening the way for free admission to Illinois State Fair was killed 
this week in the House of Representatives by a vote of 72 “yeas” 


and 45 “nays.” 


Bill needed five more votes to reach constitutional 


majority of 77. To prevent any attempt to revive measure at a 


jater date, Representative Tru- 
man A. Snell (D.) moved to re- 
consider. His motion was lost. 
This prevents administration from 


calling measure up when more 
votes might be available. Bill was 
sponsored by Homer J. Tice, president 
State fair advisory board. It removed 
legal restrictions regarding admission, 
thus permitting board to allow free ad- 
mission if board felt such a course war- 
ranted. 

After Representative Tice explained 
Measure, Representative John P. Devine 
(D.), who lead opposition with Snell, de- 
Clared the policy of charging front-gate 
admissions was established during Frank 
©. Lowden’s administration and was 
fairly adhered to. During administration 
of Len Small passes were handed out 
freely, Devine continued. He declared 
bill would add more expense to taxpayers 
and characterized it as “bunk and 
politics.” 

Representative Tice reported that no 
passes have been issued during last two 
fairs. Tice said both persons and auto- 
mobiles would have been admitted free 
had bill passed. 

Representative T. J. Sullivan con- 
tended that the fair is an educational in- 
stitution, and especially in these days of 
depression farmers should be admitted 
free. 

Pointing to a $25,000 deficiency appro- 
priation for the fair, recently passed, 
Representative Snell declared those who 
go to the fair should help pay its ex- 
penses. He flayed fair management for 
letting tent contracts to a single local 
concern and truck concession to a single 
trucking concern. Tice replied that if 
the privilege were thrown open to all 
truckers it would create a bedlam. He 
said exhibitors wanted it limited to one 
firm. 

Tice said that grand-stand charges 
would be continued on the groundis.

Over $500 in Prizes 
For Sedalia Band Contest 


SEDALIA, Mo., May 2.—“All the boys 
ain’t in step and the music ain’t so 
grand. But gee! How it thrills us—cos 
it’s our home-town band.” 

“Ask any oldtimer for the most 
pleasant memories of his childhood and 
he will tell you that they center about 
the old swimming hole ang the home- 
town band,” exclaims W. D. Smith, sec- 
retary Missouri State Fair, in announcing 
plans for the second annual State band 
contest at the 1931 Missouri State Fair, 
August 22-29. The popularity of living 
band music—concert and march—is 
growing in leaps and bounds in the 
opinion of the fair secretary. 

“Despite the radical change that has 
occurred in rural Missouri in the last 
quarter century, the home-town, high- 
school and community bands continue 
to be a dominant .factor in every enter- 
prising town and community center 
program,” according to Smith. He be- 
lieves that the State fair’s contest will 
be of aid to the general movement for 
more non-professional bands and better 
music. 

The 1931 contest will be divided into 
two divisions and competing bands will 
be on equal footing. Bands organized 
more than three years will play in the 
senior division, and bands less than 
three years old will make up the junior 
division. Cash prizes and _ trophies 
amounting to over $500 will be awarded. 
In. addition to a cash prize of $125 
champion band will be presented with a 
large silver trophy by A. F. Thaviu, 
conductor of Thaviu’s Band. Other cash 
prizes will range from $100 to $25. 

Contest is under direction of Colonel 
A. T. Nelson, Lebanon, 16th district 
member of the fair board.

Union, Washington branch of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Proceeds are 
to be turned over to the District of 
Columbia World War Memorial Commis- 
sion. 

Already a contract has been let for 
the construction of the memorial in 
West Potomac Park near the famous 
Lincoln Memorial reflecting pool. Labor 
Tinion has guaranteed a large sum of 
money as its share and is depending 2

The committee in charge, headed by 
prominent members of the Union com- 
prising an executive committee, with 
Frank W. Lee, bank official, as chairman, 
is already arranging details and just now 
is concentrating on the opening day. 

“The fair,” said Lee, “will be formally 
inaugurated with elaborate ceremonies 
following a demonstration and parade to 
the grounds in one of the most promi- 
nent locations of the city. President

Trenton Expanding 
On Its Program 


TRENTON, N. J., May 2.—Prominent 
State officials who have been elected di- 
rectors of the Trenton Fair are planning 
a program of expansion for this year’s 
event. Their interest in bringing new 
attractions to the exposition will prove a 
valuable asset and is an indication of 
their belief in the exposition as an en- 
tertaining and educational enterprise. 

The Trenton Fair was one of the very 
few that carried thru last season out of 
the red and this fact has given en- 
couragement in the arrangements for 
enlarged departments. The opening has 
again been set for Labor Day, as the 
advanced date brought larger holiday at- 
tendance last year. 

At a special meeting of the.directors, 
Samuel P. Atchley was elected president 
to succeed the late Rudolph V. Kuser. 
Atchley, who is superintendent of the 
New Jersey, State Hospital at Trenton, 
has been a member of the board of the 
fair since its organization 43 years ago. 
Colonel Arthur F. Foran, comptroller of 
the customs for the port of New York, 
was elected vice-president to succeed 
Atchley. New directors are: William J. 
Ellis, State commissioner of institutions 
and agencies; Dr. Jacob G. Lipman, di- 
rector and dean of the New Jersey Col- 
lege of Agriculture, and Elmer H. Wene, 
of Vineland, president of the New Jersey 
State Board of Agriculture. 


Wisconsin Appropriation 


Is Vetoed by Governor 


MADISON, Wis., May 2.—Gov. Phil La 
Follette has vetoed a $255,000 appropria- 
tion for Wisconsin State Fair. Appropria- 
tion provided $240,000 for operation and 
$15,000 for equipment, permanent prop- 
erty and improvements. 

In commenting upon the veto, Gover- 
nor La Follette stated that he was ad- 
vised by the chairman of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture and Markets 
that it would be possible to provide 
funds for the operation of the fair by 
a reapportionment of the appropriation 
to that department, under whose juris- 
diction the State fair has been placed. 

Tt is reported that a bill to appropriate 
$255,000 for the Wisconsin State Fair will 
be introduced in the Legislature by Sen. 
H. B. Daggett, West Milwaukee, if he 
can obtain unanimous consent of both 
Senate and Assembly to do so. 


Seils-Sterling Circus 
For Mankato Free Fair 


MANKATO, Minn. May 2.--Seils- 
Sterling Circus will be the grand-stand 
attraction for the first three days, after- 
noon and night, of the second annual 
Mankato Free Fair here August 17-21. 
Extra seats will be erected across the 
race track. 

There will be a complete change of 
program the last two days when the C. 
W. Hinck motor derby with a crew of 
speed demons, motorcycle riders and 
polo players will appear. There will be 
a head-on collision of speeding autos 
each afternoon. 

The John Francis Shows have been 
re-engaged for the midway attractions. 

On Wednesday and Thursday of the 
fair the crack Chicago and Northwestern 
Railroad Band will play at the grounds, 
both afternoon and evening. A flower 
show again will be a feature of the fair, 
but on a more elaborate scale than in 
1930. 

Success of the first free fair last year 
which broke all previous attendance 
records actuated the board of directors 
to vote unanimously for a repetition of 
the policy of free admission to the 
grounds and all exhibits. Admission fee 
will be charged to see the grand-stand 
attractions.

monial of regard and affection for his 19 
years of service*”’ The venerable secre- 
tary thanked the body and said there was 
“never so much need for a clearing house 
for fairs as there is today,” urging mem- 
bers of the various fairs represented to 
carry on the work. The tribute to Hyde 
cited the monumental work he has ac- 
complished for fairs thruout New Eng- 
land. 


Gardner Surprise Speaker 


The surprise speaker, whose name was 
kept secret until the last minute, turned 


out to be Charles L. Gardner, represent- 
ing The National Grange Monthly, whose 
subject was What Can Be Done To Bring 
Back the Old-Time Interest and Friendly 
Competition in County Fairs in New 
England? Gardner started by stating 
that the question cannot be answered, 
merely hinted at. 

“The destinies of rural communities is 
in the hands of certain groups—the local 
fair associations,” said Gardner. “Rural 
community life must be developed into 
something more than a three or four-day 
event. We need the combined, mobilized 
energies of all rural groups for ultimate 
perfection. 

“The old-time fair was predicated 
largely on physical strength, but modern 
fairs demand factors having to do with 
home and community life. Present-day 
patrons want attractive entertainment 
and high-class stuff. You cannot offer 
inferior features any longer—even the 
farmers of the backwoods won't swallow 
that.” 

The speaker urged more competitive 
features for farmers, selection of the 
master farmer in each community and 
rural district, which open up increasing 
possibilities for fair managements. 

He dealt lengthily on encouraging the 
younger generation in the local fair. 
“Enlist the school children, provide ath- 
letic contests and project a big organized 
program, for these youngsters are the 
fair patrons and even officials of to- 
morrow.” In support of this he cited 
the State-wide singing contest held at 
the Syracuse State Fair last year. 

Other highlights in his address con- 
tained matters pertaining to the old 
home reunion idea, the old-fashioned 
Farmers’ Institute, which he regarded as 
a great social unit, “doing its duty in 
educating the people and bringing them 
to the granges and fairs. 

“Social life is going out of rural places 
in New England. The fair must devote 
itself to recapturing that life.” 

Gardner urged the body to consider 
House Bill No. 2, now pending in the 
Massachusetts Legislature, which per- 
tains to open spaces for recreational pur- 
poses. “This bill sounds fine on the sur- 
face, but there is a provision whereby the 
right of eminent domain is applied. 
Should the owner of these open spaces 
or unused lands be unwilling to sell, the 
State is empowered by application of 
eminent domain to take the land from 
him.” 

He characterized the pillage of trees by 
auto travelers as “distressing, pathetic 
and appalling,” and asked the body to 
investigate and put a stop to such 
marauding. 

Gardner concluded by appealing to the 
representatives of fairs to help rural life 
stay on its feet and throw open the gates 
of ali fairs thruout the year for various 
activities. 


Others Make Talks 


Other speakers, all of whom indorsed 
Gardner’s address and emphasized the 
encouragement of children, were C. E. 
Hodgkins, former president of the Nor- 
thampton (Mass.) Fair, who spoke on fairs 
of the past and stated that New England 
must get in line with the great changes 
taking place in modern developments; 
Milton Danziger, who cited the influence 
which the fairs of New England are still 
exerting under pressure of changing con- 
ditions. “The Eastern States Exposition 
considers its ultimate success dependent 
upon the perpetuation of community and 
county fairs, with social life an integral 
part,” said Danziger. 

Short addresses were made by A. W. 
Lombard, secretary of the MAFA; Travers 
D. Carman, representative for The Bill- 
board in New England; Lloyd Briggs, 
superintendent of concessions, Brockton 
(Mass.) Fair; George L. Farley, State 
leader of the Massachusetts 4-H Club, 
who urged the closing of more schools 
one day during fair week; Frank King- 
man, general manager Worcester (Mass.) 
Fair, who said: “There will be a fair at 
Worcester this year, regardless of what 
the newspapers say.” Thomas Ashworth, 
manager Sturbridge (Mass.) Fair, who 
asserted Children’s Day will be exploited 
heavily; Henry L. Rapp, American Fire- 
works Company, Boston; Stuart Kollins, 
manager Boston office for Wirth & 


Hamid, who regarded 4-H Club work as 
a very significant factor in propagating 
fairs for the future.

Scholler, the starter, says it is doubtful 
if any other half-mile track in the State 
has more or better bred horses. There 
are now 51 horses in training for speed, 
the majority from the leading sires of 
the country. 

ALREADY PLANS are well under way 
for the 1932 Florida Orange Festival at 
Winter Haven, word comes from J. B. 
Guthrie, general manager. “Because of 
the success of the 1931 festival under 
adverse financial conditions,” says Guth- 
rie, “everyone feels that with business 
conditions just beginning to pick up 
and with prosperity just around the 
corner our 1932 show will far exceed any 
we have heretofore held.” Dates are 
January 26-30, the week previous to the 
South Florida Fair at Tampa.

“The show had pulled into the county 
seat in Maryland. It happened that Gus 
Fairbanks was back with the show. We 
sent Gus down to adjust the license, and 
he was told the show would have to have 
State, county, city, school and parade 
licenses. Now those who were acquainted 
with Fairbanks knew that he could shed 
tears at any moment. He lit his pipe and 
started to cry. He said that this was 
only a little show and was trying to get 
home to Kansas City; if refused to let it 
show the city would have to keep all the 
showfolk there the rest of the season. 
So the State, city and town clerks agreed 
to give the show a free license all thru 
Maryland. From the opening day of the 
season the show had been doing big busi- 
ness. Gus didn't believe in paying any 
license, and when he did pay for one, if 
it came to more than $5, his heart was 
broke. His limit on passes was five, no 
matter how large or small the city was. 
When he told Meyer Orton what he had 
done about the license, Meyer discharged 
him, but Gus had been discharged so 
often while with the Miles Orton Show 
that he did not pay any particular atten- 
tion to it. Two years later the ‘show 
played the same town. Gus went down 
to adjust and arrange the license. He 
came in contact with the same clerks as 
before. The town clerk asked: ‘Haven't 
you got nome yet?’ Gus said no, and 
talked him out of another license for the 
State. Fairbanks was known as ‘Gloomy 
Gus’, and, believe me, he lived up to his 
name. He was a real agent.”

Idlewild To 
Be Revived 


New group with MacDon- 
ald as president takes lease 
on Ligonier, Pa., resort 


CHESTER, W. Va., May 2.— 
With C. C. MacDonald, head of 
the Rock Springs Park Company, 
as president, and his wife, Mrs. 
Grace R. MacDonald, as secre- 
tary-treasurer, the Idlewild Man- 
agement Company has_ been 
formed to take over the 400-acre 
amusement park at Ligonier, Pa., 
owned by the Mellon interests of 
Pittsburgh. The company has leased the 
resort and has assumed management on 
a partnership basis with the original 
Idlewild Company, composed of W., T. R.., 
R. B. and R. K. Mellon. Mrs. MacDonald 
has been named manager of the new 
park, and W B. Mix, of Chester, assistant 
to MacDonald for 16 years, will become 
manager of Rock Springs Park. Mac- 
Donald will be general supervisor of both 
holdings. 

Idlewild was formerly the homestead 
of the Mellon family, becoming a park 
in 1892. Only amusements in the park 
at present are a steam-driven Merry-Go- 
Round, installed in 1892, and an old 
dance pavilion 

Ten new amusement units, ordered at 
a cost of $50,000, will be installed before 
the park opens Memorial Day. These 
improvements wil] mark the initial steps 
in a $300,000 program, covering six years, 
MacDonald said. 

Park is located in the Lincoln high- 
way, 38 miles east of Pittsburgh. It is 
situated on both sides of the Loyal 
Hanna River, a mountain trout stream, 
and contains three lakes, one of which 
has a shore line of more than a mile. 
Pennsylvania Railroad has authorized 
erection of a station at the park. Excur- 
sion trains will be run during picnic 
season. 

Grounds will provide parking space for 
10,000 automobiles, and the Monongahela 
West Penn Company has started the 
erection of a power line to provide elec- 
tricity for the new park. 

MacDonald, one of the best known park 
men in the Middle West, came here after 
years at the head of Summit Beach Park, 
Akron, several years ago, and took over 
Rock Springs Park on a long-time lease, 
having completely rejuvenated it from a 
run-down park to one of the outstanding 
amusement centers in the upper Ohio 
valley.

Delay Action on Connecticut 


State Park Till Survey Made 


HARTFORD, Conn., May 2.—The State 
appropriations committee, which has 
been seeking a State park reservation to 
situate in Southwestern Connecticut 
growing out Of proposals by the State 
legislature, will survey Fairfield County 
before acting on Sherwood’'s Island, 
Roton Point, Pleasure. Beach or any 
other park, Senator Robert J. Smith, of 
Manchester, chairman, has stated. 

“We will delay executive session con- 
sideration of the problem until we are 
in possession of all the available data 
and have personally inspected the 
scenes,” Senator Smith said. 

The appropriations committee was said 
to have several definite alternative pro- 
posals in its files. 

First is a series of three bills, two pro- 
viding for $5,000 appropriations and a 
third for a $250,000 outlay for developing 
Sherwood’s Island, Westport, a 48-acre 
tract near Roton Point Park, Neville 
Bayley’s resort. The island was utilized 
as a base during the World War and is 
owned by the State. As reported in The 
Billboard last week, there were plans to 
establish a State reservation on the 
island, but complaints from _ residents 
who regard such as a legal nuisance 


have, for the present, dampened the en- 
thusiasm of the committee, tho it was 
intimated that Sherwood’s Island is not 
entirely out of the running. 

A second proposal is the recommenda- 
tion of the Fairfield County meeting 
that committee raise a bill and appoint 
a commission to buy Roton Point Park 
for a State reservation, as predicted in 
The Billboard last week. An informal 
Suggestion in committee was to the ef- 
fect that the State consider Pleasure 
Beach, Bridgeport. 

There were varying views as to what 
disposition might be made of the $250,- 
000 Sherwood's Island bill, altho senti- 
ment seemed to favor rejection of the 
two providing for no more than $5,000, 
since it was disclosed that this sum 
would be insufficient to make even 
holdings as the State now possesses 
usable. 

Committee has a formal resolution 
from the Fairfield County meeting, 
known as the “little legislature” from 
lower Connecticut, urging purchase of 
Roton Point Park by a commission to 
be appointed in a committee bill. 
Resolution was discussed, but no definite 
decision was reached.

Binns, who is 47 years old, 
skated from John O’Groat to Land’s End 
in England, a distance of 91214 miles, on 
ordinary rink skates, and has made sev- 
eral endurance records that have been 
unequaled. The following, regarding 
his latest endurance record, was taken 
from a long article that appeared in The 
District News, of Hebden Bridge, Eng., 
March 6: “In Hebden Bridge this week 
there is at least one person who has the 
satisfaction of feeling that in feats of 
skill and endurance, age and experience 
do not always take second place to 
youth. By setting up a new world’s non- 
stop roller-skating endurance record at 
the Premier Skating Rink, Albert street, 
Arnold Binns, well-known Hebden Bridge 
skater, captured the title from a man 
over 20 years his junior. Extremely 
tired, and suffering from a twisted knee 
and blistered feet, Binns passed the pre- 
vious record shortly before midnight on 
Friday last. Altho he appeared almost 
dazed at times, he quite realized the re- 
markable feat he had accomplished and 
he was able to respond to the outburst 
of cheering which announced that he 
had achieved his object by putting on an 
extra spurt and traveling round the rink 


as quickly as the other skaters. When 
the record was broken, there were well 
over 1,000 people in and around the 
rink. It was at 11:52 on Friday night 
that Binns passed the record held by the 
Aberdeen man. He continued to skate 
until shortly after midnight, having re- 
mained on the rink for about 62 hours. 
Acting on medical advice, officials of the 
rink took a chair across the rink and 
Binns sat down for the first time since 
he had fixed on his skates on the 
Wednesday morning. The conclusion of 
his effort was followed by a great out- 
burst of cheering. Congratulations were 
shouted from every corner of the rink. 
In setting up the new record, Binns had 
skated on four successive days. For a 
man of his age and weight, it was un- 
doubtedly a wonderful performance.” 


JOHN BLACK, former skating cham- 
pion of Canada, who died in Toronto 
last March, left an estate of $25,203. His 
widow received a life interest and after- 
wards the four sons and three daughters 
receive equal shares. 


CLOYD CAWTHORN, who has been 
racing in New York under the colors of 
Fordham Palace Rink, has left there and 
after a short visit in Philadelphia re- 
turned to his home in St. Louis. 


¥. M. MOOAR is again piloting the 
roller rink at Forest Park, Hanover, Pa. 
He expresses himself as well pleased with 
the outlook for the season, stating that 
a number of new faces attended the re- 
cent opening and this augurs well for 
the sport in general. 


ART LAUNEY, representing Brooklyn 
Roller Rink, won the three-mile profes- 
sional invitation roller race at Dreamland 
Park, Newark, N.J., Saturday night, April 
25. He defeated a field of nine, beating 
Red Ringwald to the finish mark by 15 
yards. Launey during the winter raced 
three times at Dreamland and finished 
first on each occasion.

For 19 
seasons DeFilippis operated a winter 
rink at the State Armory, Columbia, Pa. 
“Rocky Springs Rink was operated bv 
four persons some 25 years ago, but 
each one lasted only one season,” says 
DeFilippis. “During my 21 years in the 
business I have experienced many things. 
I have seen several rinks lose out. Nine 
out of 10 times the fault was in not be- 
ing strict from the start, also in not 
keeping the skate repairing cost down 
to the lowest. To let skaters drag their 
toes causes a lot of damage to the skates. 
I have one rink in mind where 75 per 
cent of the skaters drag their toes. 
Neither do I believe in using powders on 
the floor, except in cases where profes- 
sional races are held. Nor do I believe 


in free skating for ladies, or in special 
prizes for them. You do not gain any- 
thing by it.” DeFilippis also owns the 
equipment of the Rocky Springs Park 
Rink. In the last 16 years he has been 
assisted in the management by Mrs. De- 
Filippis. 


WHITE ROSE ARENA, York, Pa., is 
still operating two or three nights 3 
week to satisfactcry business. Races are 
featured every Friday night with “Pop- 
py” Harkins in charge of these events. 
A campaign is on in’ York to keep chil- 
dren on roller skates off the streets, and 
Harkins, working in conjunction with va- 
rious committees, has about completed 
arrangements to allow them to skate at 
White Rose Arena every day during the 
summer months for a small considera- 
tion. It is said a number of serious acci- 
dents brought about the advisability of 
this arrangement and thru the rink 
owner, J. W. Richley, and Harkins this 
means of allowing children to indulge 
in the pastime without danger to them 
was brought to the notice of the au- 
thorities and seems to meet with their 
approval. Other idle rinks thruout the 
country might do well to consider this 
idea from an educational standpoint if 
nothing else. 

CHUBBY LAHEY, of St. Louis, has 
established a world record for the 10- 
mile route, according to E. Harold Sieck- 
man, time official of Palladium Rink, 
St. Louis. Time was 29 minutes, 43 sec- 
onds. “Best previous time,” says Sieck- 
man, “was held by Harley Davidson, set in 
1912, time being 32 minutes, 41 seconds. 
Race was under direction of Rodney 
Peters, nationally known professional 
skater at the Palladium. Lahey has a 
large mumber of races to his credit. He 
also is a star on the local hockey team, 
which has not been defeated during the 
present season. He will make his next 
effort in the 100-mile race at Chicago, 
where he is teamed with Nick Kolby.” 
Palladium is now closed for the sum- 
mer. 

BILL HENNING, floor ‘manager at the 
Playdium Rink, Chicago, wrote that up 
to April 29 there were 15 teams entered 
in the 100-mile race to be staged at 
that rink, and that it was hoped this 
number would be increased to 20. “The 
boys,” said Henning. “have not had a 
100-mile team race since 1915, when one 
was held at Riverview Rink, of which 
the late Paddy Harmon was owner and 
manager. There were 25 teams entered 
and Joe Laurey and his partner were 
the winners. Time was 5 hours, 26 min- 
utes.”

CHICAGO, May 2.—Beverly White, for 
the last 12 years press agent for Wor- 
tham’s World's Best Shows, now known 
as the Beckmann & Gerety Shows, will 
not be with that organization this sea- 
son. The news comes as a surprise to 
the outdoor show world, which had come 
to regard White as an integral part of 
that amusement company. 

White's long association with the pub- 
licity departments of various outdoor 
organizations has made him well know:: 
in practically every newspaper office v- 
uny consequence. He was for three years 
with the Forepaugh & Sells Bros.’ Circus, 
eight years with Gentry Bros.’ Shows 
and four years with the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit as press agent in St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis before he joined the Wortham 
Shows. At present he is sojourning in 
Chicago. His plans are indefinite, but 
coubtless he soon will connect with some 
outdoor show organization. 


Making It Clearer 


In a recent issue, in the story of Mil- 
ton M. Morris’ interest in the Morris & 
Castle Shows being purchased by his 
show-business partners, there was a sen- 
tence that might have conveyed (prob- 
ably did to some readers) a wrong im- 
pression. It was that the show title had 
its inception after Morris and Castle had 
purchased the equipment of a show that 
had “practically stranded.” This doubt- 
less was not meant that the show (it 
was the Rice & Dorman outfit) was finan- 
cially stranded, as it was far from that, 
but rather there needed to be a great 
deal of preparing the properties for the 
spring launching—which details were 
not included in the story. 


Mrs. Lachman in Hospital 


At last report, Mrs. Dave Lachman was 
convalescing from an attack of flu- 
pneumonia at the Cato Hospital, El 
Reno, Okla., and spoke in high praise of 
her attending physician and nurses. Mrs.

tion at El Reno. She receives The Bill- 
board and is quoted as stating that she 
reads the “flashbacks” (reminiscences) 
with much interest.

Hall Surveys 
New England 


Gives his opinion on eco- 
nomic and other conditions 
in the principal cities 


NEW YORK, May 1.—H. F. 
Hall, general representative for 
the California Shows, has made 
what purports to be a thoro sur- 
very of economic conditions in 
the principal cities of New Eng- 
land. According to Hall, condi- 
tions are generally poor in Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, 
with several towns “closed” to carnivals, 
many which won't be ripe until July, one 
or two fair spots and others completely 
taboo. Summation of Hall's report fol- 
lows: 


Connecticut: Stamford in bad shape, 
generally a good show town, but bad just 
now. Bridgeport in fair condition and 
think a good show could get a decent 
week there. New Haven not so good, lot 
being way out and difficult to reach. 
Hartford very good for shows and con- 
cessions, rides not so good, but a good 
town and worth while playing. New 
London and Norwich are both very good; 
in fact, the two best towns in this State 
worth playing. 


Massachusetts: Providence is “closed.” 
Fall River is in very bad shape; people 
working part time; would advise no show 
to play it. New Bedford is better, plenty 
of work around, worth while playing. 
Taunton, Attleboro and Quincy “closed.” 
Brockton not worth playing. Boston 
“closed.” Somerville and Cambridge both 
very good, likewise Watertown. Waltham 
open, but not a good carnival town. 
Worcester, while open, is not worth 
while. Lawrence is in good shape right 
now and a show should do well there, 
but it will be hard to get in. Salem and 
Gloucester in bad condition just now, 
but will be good later on. Fitchburg not 
very good and would advise all shows to 
stay out. Leominster the same. Holyoke 
“closed,” but open at end of the city. 
Springfield “closed,” but West Spring- 
field open just over the bridge. Pittsfield 
open and in good condition right now. 
North Adams in bad shape, but may be 
better in July. Greenfield is “closed.” 


New Hampshire: This State is just 
about getting on its feet. Manchester, 4 
“closed” town, is in the best condition. 
Concord ought to be good in July; like- 
wise Nashua. 


Maine: Would advise all shows con- 
templating playing this State to steer 
clear of it. Even pictures are complain- 
ing. This State and New Hampshire are 
feeling the hard times more than ever 
at this time. It will take them a long 
time to pull thru. 


Vermont: Not in bad shape. Not many 
shows come in here, but would recom- 
mend shows to play it. 


Hall appends his report with the state- 
ment that the newspapers in the East 
misrepresent the section. He finds the 
East not ripe for carnivals generally. 
Circuses will have to be careful, he says. 
Altho he has only 16 weeks of still dates 
before playing fairs with the California 
Shows, he is “up a tree” where to find 
the right spots. He has been in “most 
of these towns for 20 years, and I advise 
all show managers to be careful. Pick 
out your spot and look it over,” 
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The Billboard — CARNIVALS al 


HE “advertising” of a carnival that 
did not exist at Santa Rosa, Calif., 
a few weeks ago, by a so-called 
“undercover agent,”’ or others, in order 
to trap and take into custody some 


alleged “hbootleggers,” surely was not 
relished by “Native Son” owners and 
operators and attaches of a number of 
meritorious and really existing carnivals 
in that State. In due respect to Mexico, 
if the stunt had been staged in that 
country, there would have been a car- 
nival or the “intriguers’” would have 
gone to the hoosegow along with their 
victims. 


There has since been a great deal of 
press comment of the incident. In The 
Santa Rosa Press Democrat of April 21 
an editorial was headed “A Lot of 
‘Hooey’.” 

” * * 

There is especially one angle to the 
incident that might justifiably not be 
willingly swallowed by the respectable 
and respected carnival people of that 
city, county and State. While probably 
not intended as such, it reflected a slur 
at their profession and their individual 


characters. Also probably unknowingly 
on the part of the “intriguers,” any 
hampering business conditions that 


might arise to meet the real carnival 
amusements would play remuneratively 
into the coffers of a branch of show 
business (movies), factions of which 
business interests have strained almost 
every effort tc eliminate (including by 
disgustingly foul means) such outdoor 
amusement organizations as carnivals 
and other outdoor competitive shows. 


CLIFTON KELLEY displayed some 
e real carnival general agent interest 
and activity in one of the cities of 
the Eastern sector recently. With more 
such general interest, knocking movie- 
house interests and their friendly sup- 
porters in many other cities (including 
weak-kneed newspaper managements) 
will not be so “carefree” in their busi- 
ness-propaganda raps against carnivals. 
The story appeared on the lead Carnival 
page of last issue. 


RATHER peculiar situation regard- 

ing merriment and a draw for the 

masses has been developing at At- 
lantic City. Some time ago _ pro- 
hibitory measures were placed against 
so-called “side shows” and like merry- 
making entertainment, where for many 
years that same zone was the “talk and 
interest of thousands” of excursionists 
from hundreds of miles from that re- 
sort. And the director of public safety, 
according to late report, is standing pat 
on the reading of the “prohibition.” 
Questions are being asked as to whether 
Atlantic City is trying to go exclusively 
“highbrow,” or is there a catering to a 
choice of other than “side-show” enter- 
tainment business interests. At any 
rate, other interests have been very ac- 
tive in fostering and promoting the re- 
Strictive measure. If it’s the “highbrow” 
attempt, the money-spending excursion- 
ists may willingly change their trips to 
Luna Park, Coney Island, or some other 
beach resort where there is diversified 
amusement. “Highbrowishness” doesn’t 
appeal to the MASSES; nor does a “take- 
what-we-give-you-be-satisfied” attitude 
on the part of civic officials or self-in- 
terest solicitors for their spending 
change!

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The Human Desire for Play 
Is Stronger Now Than Ever 


In telling his Story of Mankind, the 
Dutch-American historian, Hendrick Van 
Loon, often mentions the human desire 
to play, from the days of antiquity down 
to the present time. We know nothing 
about the pastimes indulgéd in by our 
prehistoric ancestors, but there is every 
reason to believe that they, too, found 
some means of disporting themselves in 
primitive games, such as batting rocks 
around with their trusty war clubs, a 
kind of prehistoric golf, as it were. 


The ancient Greeks, as everybody 
knows, were enthusiastic sportsmen, de- 
spite their tendency to give much of 
their attention to poetry, sculpture and 
other high arts. Their Olympic games 
formed the basis for our modern track 
and field sports, sports, with the piece de 
resistance being the famous marathon 
race. So it is that. thruout the cen- 
turies, mankind collectively is symbol- 
ized in Peter Pan, “the boy who never 
grows up” and who must go on forever 
saying “Let’s have some fun” or “What 
shall we play now?” All of which leads 
us up—or shall we say down?—to our 
own day and generation, and to the fact 
that the human desire for play is 
stronger now than it has ever been. You 
want the proofs? All right, here they 
are: 

In all the economic depression of last 
year—the fateful 1930—our Department 
of Commerce has found that amuse- 
ments of all kinds have, in the face of 
the general decline in business, suffered 
scarcely any losses. The amusement park 
business and outdoor sports moved along 
steadily, as if almost unconscious of the 
much-talked-about slump. Retail values 
generally were maintained on sporting 
goods at a good volume thruout the 
year, and there was a slow but apparent 
improvement in many lines. 

So when miniature golf was intro- 
duced about two years ago in amusement 
parks and on vacant lots it was not 
surprising to find that it was an in- 
stantaneous success. Miniature golf in 
the form it is presented has established 
a new style of recreation center which 
has been different from anything of its 
kind in the past. It was surprising to 
find in the introduction of this game 
that the public would pay admission for 
playing and was satisfied with the 
amusement without receiving a prize, as 
was the custom in the past with all 
games in amusement parks and outdoor 
recreation centers. 

However, for this season miniature 
golf in is for a definite change in 
outdoor park entertainment. To per- 
manently establish this form of enter- 
tainment many new ideas have been 
developed to stimulate the public’s in- 
terest. To begin with, one of our lead- 
ing manufacturers of games has invented 
a series of table games, these games re- 
producing all the popular sports in mini- 
ature, including baseball, hockey, polo, 
football, racing, tennis, golf, etc. The 
tables for outdoor use are constructed 
of metal and the equipment of the games 
is so constructed that the weather will 
have no effect on them. 

Twenty to 25 of these games can be 
installed in a space 50 by 50 feet and 
surrounded by a fence, for which the 
public pays admission by the hour for 
playing. Im several places where these 
games have already been installed they 
have proved an even bigger success than 
what miniature golf did on its introduc- 
tion. 

There also are two different kinds of 
bowling alleys that are constructed so 
that they can be operated outdoors. One 
consists of a wooden alley chemically 
treated so as to be proof against incle- 
ment weather and the warping of time. 
The alley is 54% feet long and a little 
more than four feet wide. The balls and 
pins are On a commensurately small 
scale, and the rules are the same as in 
the indoor sport. This alley can be 
easily installed by the golf course pro- 
prietor who is really miniature-minded. 


All that is necessary is simply to lay 
out a smal] plot alongside the course, 
yet far enough away so that the golfers 
will not by accident knock over the pins 
or the bowlers or lose balls in the golf 
holes. The resourceful proprietor can 
offset even the remotest possibility of 
such confusion by erecting a smal] fence 
between the golf course and the bowling 
alley. This takes care pretty well of the 
game of outdoor bowling. 

Another device is the new shooting 
gallery which is smokeless and odorless 
in operation. A range, which includes 
14 rifles, has been tried out in New York. 
The pressure for the guns is derived 
from a tank of compressed gas, and the 
ammunition is a small lead pellet, the 
size of a .22 bullet. It is believed this 
feature will make outdoor rifle shooting 
more popular and ranges more easy to 
sel] than anything in the past. 

With this additional entertainment in 
this class of outdoor amusement center 
it is easy to predict that they will prove 
even more successful than when minia- 
ture golf was introduced two years ago 
and should establish themselves perma- 
nently as outdoor recreation centers. 


Model of New Chicago 
Zoo Building Exhibited 


CHICAGO, May 2.—At a meeting of 
the Chicago Zoological Society last week 
a model of the inclosure in which the 
elephants and other pachyderms will be 
lodged at the new zoological gardens at 
Brookfield was exhibited by Edwin Clark, 
architect of the park. 


The entire building, 260 by 120 feet, 
will be covered with artificial stone, giv- 
ing the appearance of native rock. The 
entrance of the rock inclosure wil] be 
constructed crudely and upon the surface 
will be carved figures of prehistoric 
animals. The paddocks will be made to 
represent, as nearly as possible, the 
native lairs of the animals. This build- 
ing will house not only the elephants, 
but tapirs, hippopotami and rhinoce- 
roses. There will be no bars or cages. 
The animals will be separated by moats. 
There is to be a large lagoon in which 
will appear water fowl. The society ex- 
pects to obtain a pair each of pygmy or 
ordinary hippopotami, black rhinoceroses 
and Indian rhinoceroses. 

Construction of the new unit will be 
started as soon as the 1929 tax money is 
available, but it is not expected that it 
will be completed in time for the world’s 
fair. 


Pleasure Beach Now 
Operating Week-Ends 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 2.—Pleasure 
Beach Park here had its pre-season open- 
ing last Saturday and Sunday under 
Management of Lawrence K. Chrisman, 
who has been manager for the last five 
years. 

Every amusement device has been 
thoroly repaired and carefully inspected 
both by park and State officials. Vari- 
ous double-color schemes have been 
used on the amusements this year to 
relieve the monotony of one color thru- 
out the park. The 300-foot dance hall 
has been scraped and waxed, and the 
ballroom interior has been redecorated in 
a soft yellow and green scheme. Tumble 
Bug, opposite dance hall, has been re- 
moved and within the next few weeks 
a new ride will be erected. Roller rink, 
miniature golf courses, dance hall, con- 
cessions, refreshment stands and all of 
the amusements were open Saturday and 
Sunday, and will be open each week-end 
until Decoration Day, when the regular 
season begins.

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der the big tent, it is the grownups whose 
attention must be clamored for, and not 
the children’s. The circus is the 
poetry of snowy horses, of billowy ballet 
skirts and beautiful maidens, dancing 
delicately, like great butterflies, on silver 
wires. Like life, the circus is a 
splendid co-ordination of seemingly un- 
related parts, a spectacle without a plot. 

It is literature’s loss that the 
circus has never inspired anepic. .. . 
A few writers in our own day have 
touched it.” 

Jerome calls Jim Tully’s Circus Parade 
“a vivid, unforgettable caricature of the 
seamier and least truthful side of the 
big tents—a book which is a sort of 
Mother India of the profession.” Court- 
ney Ryley Cooper comes in for praise. 
Cooper’s Under the Big Top, Lions and 
Tigers ’n’ Everything, perhaps the most 
popular of his longer treatises, were de- 
veloped from his two seasons of press 
agentry in circusdom “to get the feel of 
it, and circus folk say he does, admir- 
ably.” 

We would like to write more about 
Sardonic Sawdust, which is a saga of the 
circus in miniature, even within its 
limited confines, but this pillar, too, is 
limited, and so we quote Jerome’s ending 
and advise you to peek at the full pic- 
ture in Vanity Fair: “As long as human 
beings of all ages are glamour-hungry and 
curious as apes, the circus will come 
every year to your town and mine—rain 
or shine.”
